‘ALSO RELEASED BY HAYTI 


WHE SCHOONER WILLIAMJONES 
BACK AT BOSTON, 

BEIZED BY LEGITIME’S GUNBOAT, BUT 
GIVEN UP WiTH A $10,000 INDEM- 
NITY FOR DEMURRAGE. 

Boston, Jan. 4,—The schooner William Jenes, 
‘which was si@¢zed by a Haytian man-of-war 
while attempting to make a landing at Gonaives 
and was afterwards released, arrived at this 
port late to-day, and is the first vessel to reach 
here since the internal strife in Hayti be- 
gan, The schooner was boarded by THE TIMEs’s 
correspendent at East Boston this evening, to 
whom Capt. Collins told the following stery of 
the seizure: 

“We loaded here,” he said, ** with a general 
cargo consigned to E. Dupuy & Co., at Gonaives, 
sailing from this port Oct.4. When within 
about 27 miles of Gonaives, off what is called 
*The Platform,’ we were, on the night of Oct. 
20, overhauled by the Haytian man-of-war 
Toussaint l’Ouverture, and. contrary to custem, 


I was verbally informed by its commander that 
Gonaives was bluckaded and that I could not 
proceed further in tnat direction. [asked if I 
could have eommunication with the town, but 
‘was refused that privilege. ‘ 

“ Beeing no sign of an active bleckade I pro- 
ceeded up the bay, and waa dogxed until day- 
break by the man-oef-war. In the murning he 
tran alongside and ordered meto heave te and 
give him my hawser, and I told him that I had 
hone. He then seized the vessel, put 

1 men aboard, and ordered me to go to 

ort au Prince. We had made about 20 knots 
when the Toussaint again came alongside, and, 
employing a hawser of her own, made fast to 
our windlass-and towed us to port. We arrived 
at Port au Prince late in the evening, and were 
compelled to lay there 18 days awaiting the 
action of the Haytian Government. 

“ During this period our personal liberty was 
rot curtailed in any respect, though I kept my 
crew abvard all the time. I don’t know that any 
of my men were harshiy treated by any of the 
military guard which remained aboard, further 
than some trivial insults, which was all 
we could expect from such an ignorant 
crew as are nearly all the Haytian soldiers. I 
spent a large part of the period of our detention 
endeavoring to effect a settlement with the 
Jegal authorities, whieh finally culmiuated in 
their ottering to pay me $10,000 as an indemni- 
ty for demurrage. 

“This offer I finally accepted, and: payment 
was immediately made in Amerivan gold. AS 
soon as released [sold the cargo to a mercbsant 
at Port au Prinee, and, after discharging it, we 
leaded part of a cargo of logwood, and on Nov. 
28 left there for Anse d’Hainault, where we 
arrived Dec. 3, and took the balance of carge 
and sailed Dec. 14 for Vineyard Haven.”’ 

The agents of the owners of the steamer Hay- 
tian Kepublic are somewhat amused at the 
telegraphic reports from Hayti just now, and 
e-pecially at that recent invention which sent 
the released steamer to Santiago in tow of the 
Galena. They, at least, do not expeet that the 
Haytian Republic will leave Haytian waters 
under such conditions, ‘ Why,” said one of 
these gentlemen to THE TIMss's correspondent 
jo-day, ‘‘we ean’t use the United States Navy 
fur tow boats.” 

They have recently received a cablegram from 
Bigelow C. Morse, oue of the syndivate owning 
the Haytian Republic, and who is now in Hayti 
jouking after the vessel, instrueting the agents 
here to send a crew to Port au Prince to bring 
the vessel te the United States. The Boston 
people think Mr. Morse knows something about 
this matter, and a crew will be sent Immediately 
unless his order is countermanded by himself. 

There are several houses in Boston that have 
intimate business relations with Hayti, and a 
gentleman connected with one of these, who 

48 spent much time there and understands the 
people and the country well, gave it as his 
Opinion that Hippolyte will eventually be suc- 
cessful, as he has three elements of strength—a 
superior foree, well-disciplined soldiers, and 
great personal popularity. 

Légitime has a toomentary advantage through 
his possession of the Capitol anda navy. The 
latter, however, is of little use in this contest, es 
all the fighting isin the interior, and there are 
sae gneng ne tewns worth fighting for except 

ort au Prince. It followa, then, that Légitime 
willeventually be cooped up in his one city 
and forced to succumb, That is the general 
vpinion among former Haytian residents here. 


HIPPOLYTL’S MAN-O’-WAR: 
THE YANTIC COMING HOME WITH YEL- 
LOW FEVER ON BOARD. 

The reported saie of the iron steamship 
Madrid to agents of Hippolyte for war purposes 
in Hayti was practically confirmed yesterday. 
She had not taken out a Custom House register, 
and the persons who bought her were determined 
tostill maintain the secrecy of their movements. 
Investigation brought to lightthe fact that the 
bill or saie had been drawn by Mr. Frank Camp- 
bell of the firm of Garduer & Campbell, Custom 
House brokers. 

Campbell, when asked wh@the purchasers of 
the Madrid were, said he was not at liberty to 
supply the luformation, fhe buyers had re- 
quested that the bill of sale be drawn in blank, 
and not even the consideration had been 
stated. 

“No doubt,’ said Mr. Campbell, “the new 
owners intend to leave this pert and go to some 
evastwise Southern port, where they will take 
out a register and reeord the bill of sale. They 
are not obliged, as she is an American vessel, te 
register her here, and that will probably be 
dove in New-Orleans.”’ 

He denied that Jimenes, Haustedt & Co. of 5 
South William-street were the purchasers, but 
when asked whether Lyons & Cv. of Buwlibg 
Green had bought her he turned onhis heei and 
walked away frou. his questioner, saying: ** Lam 
not at liberty to answer any more questions.” 

Franklin N. Ciass, a Custom Heuse broker 
doing business at 20 Exchange-place, said that 
the Madrid was a good ship and just what the 
eympathizers of Hippolyte would be apt to send 
to Hayti. Ast tbe oilice of Lyous & Co., Bowling 
Green, allinformation wad refused. Mr. Sam- 
uel Holmes of 120 Front-street, the broker who 
engiueered the sale, when spoken to upon the 
matter was equally non-committal, beyond say- 
ing that the Madrid would sail in a few days for 
Now-Orleuns with a load of coal; that she had 
been bought by a New-York firm, and that after 
she discharges at New-Orieans she will ply about 
the Gulf in an entirely new line of trade. 

Being asked what sort of a war vessel the 
Madrid would make Mr. Holmes seemed to lose 
his caution and launched forth in praise of the 
ateamer’s quulities, Saying, ‘lt is a mistake to 
call hor a hulk. Great injustice has beeu done 
her by the newspavers in saying thai, because 
she is a very stanch vesse: having boilers only 
two years ol:ii, pew and powerful engines, and 
being better fitted for a war yessel than most 
fron ships built nowadays. Her plates are 
three-quarters of an inch thick and her ribs 
only 16 incues apart, while the vesseis they 
build now, according to what is cailed for by 
Lioyd’s, have only halt-inch plating and ribs 21 
inches apart. Besides this she 1s buiitof ola 
English bammered piate, net so liable to crum- 
bis or crack as the rolled piate used in modern 
Vessels.” 

“Then she is intended for a war vessel or 
blockade runner?’ persistently queried the re- 
porter. 

“Taid not say that she was; I now say that 
she is noi,” replied Mr. Holmes. 

Mr. George P. Cunningham of 80 Wall-street, 
the agent of L. & R. Wistar of Philauelphia, 
her former owners, said yeaterday: * All efferts 
of Mr. Wistar to tind out who the Madrid’s pur- 
chasers sre has been a failure. Capt. Farwell, 
her ola commander, who irought ber here from 
New-Orleans, was paid off and discharged .yes- 
terday. Her name has been painted eut on doth 
tue pilot house and stern, and great activity is 
being put forth to get her in cendition fer 
sea,” 

Mr. Cunningham expressed himself as satis- 
fied that she had been bought for Hippolyte and 
would be used in his interest. Merchants ev- 
gaged in tue West India trade said that she un- 
douotedly would be used as a tilibuster, block- 
ave runner, or privateer, and would ship a 
crew at New-Orleans, Where she could piek up 
any number of desperate characters, semi- 
pirates who would delight to be taken on a 
junketing expedition to Hayti. 

When Minister Preston wus approached con- 
cerniug the sale of the Madrid bis eyes blazed 
with delight, while he rubbed his hauds to think 
that at last Légitime’s navy Was going to have 
sometiing to train its pivot gunson. “ But I 
don’t believe a word of it,” sald ho, ‘it is all 
wind.” ‘ 

At this moment a gontleman entcred tha 
Otliee and engaged in a heated altercation with 
M. -Haentjens, the Haytian Lighthouse In- 
apector, who was preseut. It is said that Haent- 
jeas one night called President Légitite a cow- 
ardly, traitorous tyrant, and Hippolyte « “buy 
boy.” The gentleman with whom he quarreled 
yesterday morning wave the matter to the press 
‘aud it was published, and now Haentjens, who 
has been ordered buck to Hayti, is said to be 
afraid to go for fear that his utterances here 
will cause Dim to be punished. 

The guarrél promised to end in a fight, but 
Minister Preston interfered. It was then an- 
nouncet ty Mr. Charles Preston, Secretary of 
the Lexsiion, that the dignity of Hayti had 
been outraged by the General, and that all 
members of the preas were requested to retire.

THER ANDOVER CASE. 


EX-GOV. ROBINSON TAKES TESTIMONY 


IN IT. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Jam. 4.—The hearing in 
the Andever heresy case given by ex-Gov. 
Robinson as Commissioner appointed by the 
Supreme Court to take evidence in the case 
brought by Prof. Egbert C. Smyth ef Andover 
Theological Seminary to show that the late 
Rev. Dr. Eustis of this city had expressed his 
opinion freely upon Prof. Smyth’s case before 
he had voted upon it in the Board of Visitors, 


began at the Court House in this city this fore-' 


noon. 

There was a large attendance of interested 
listeners, including several prominent olergy- 
men-of this city and the Rev. Dr. George Leon 
Walker ot Hartford, a member of the Board of 


Visitors. Prof. Smyth paid close attention to 
the evidence and was represented by Prof. 
Simeon E. Baldwin of New-Haven and Lawyer 
Cnaries H. Barrows of this city. The Andover 
Beard of Visitors were represented by Lawyers 
French and Wellan of Boston. ‘I. H. Gillette and 
E. D. De Witt of this city, the latter of whom ig 
@ prominent member of the Memorial Church, 
of whivh the Rev. Dr. Eustis was Pastor, were 
called as witnesses by counsel for Prof. Smyth. 
In answer to questions by Mr. Barrows Mr. 
Gillette said he wasarelative of the late Dr. 
Eustis and had had several conversations with 
him in regard te the case. He could not re- 
member tne language used by Dr. Eustis. The 
questien, * Did what he did say convey any im- 
pression to your mind as to what he believed in 
regard to the truth of the charges against Prof, 
Smyta ?’ was not allowed, Mr. Robinson saying 
that they were after the facts in regard to what 
Dr. Eustis said. 

Mr. Barrows asked if what was said by Dr. 
Eustis was ealculated toconvey any impression 
to any one who heard it as to what he believed 
in regard to the eharges against Prof. Smyth. 
The question was excluded, as was also the 
question whetker Dr. Eustis acted as though he 
had formed an opinion. Mr. Barrows asked if 
Dr. Eustis made use of the expression, ‘ Mar- 
shall and I can swing Seelye,” but Mr. French 
objected on the ground that it was a leading 
question. ieee 

Mr. Robinson said that such questions were 
ofvteniallowed under sueh§circumstances, and 
Mr. Gillette said he had no recollection that 
such language had been used by Dr. Eustis. He 
did not remember that they had ever discussed 
future prebation. 

The Rev. Dr. Willlam Rice, Librarian of the 
City Library, testified that he had had various 
talks with Dr. Eustis about Andover matters, 
but that the conversations closed when the 
controversy bevan, 

Commissioner Kobinson, in reply to’ a ques- 
tion by Mr. Baidwin, said he understood that 
the main point at issue was whether or not Dr. 
Eustis had been unduly prejudieed against Prof. 
Smyth when previously he had voted against 
the admission of Prof. Newman Smyth as Pro- 
fessor of Theology at Andover. The counsel 
assented. 

Dr. Rice said that he had had conversations 
with Dr. Eustis regarding various Andover mat- 
ters, but could not repeat what had passed. 
Dr. Eustis diseussed the question of fundament- 
al heresy at Andover, and promised on the day 
after the trial te send him a copy of the printed 
bill ef charges. . 

Dr. William Rue was recalled at the afternoon 
Session. He testified that he had discussed the 
printed charges ip detail with the various 
changes. 

Dr. Eustis had stated many times that the 
views of the Andover Protessers were utterly 
antagonistic to the views held by the Andover 
Creed prior te the hearing. The witness stated 
that he had told Dr. Eustis that the Andover 
Creed as it was written had not been taught 
there for 50 years, and he referred to Moses 
Stuart and Dr. Park. 

Dr. Eustis had told him that the new depart- 
ures were much more radica}. He had told the 
witness of having communioations from Dr. 
Park which, he said, were in harmony with the 
views expressed as te the heresies ef these men. 

k. B. Gillette of Weattield testified that Dr. 
Eustis came to him for legal adviee. He had 
desired to attend a hearing at Bosten, but had 
not been notified according to agreement, and 
he wanted witness to teli himifhe was ebliged 
to give judgment. Witness had told him no. 

The Rey. John C. Brooks and the Rev. 
Michael Burnbawm testified that they had had 
conversations with Dr. Eustis, but they eould 
remember little of the language or substance. 

Col. Jonn.L. Rice stated that he had a taik 
with Dr. Eustis about the Andover case, but Dr, 
Eustis had expressed no opinion on the subject, 

The bearing was adjourned to meet at Am- 
herst to-morrow, When Prof, Seelye’s testimony 
will be taken, 
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THOUSANDS OF TITLES UPSET. 


WINNIPEG, Jan, 4.—A judgment was rendered 


vesterday by Chief-Justice Taylor which has 
caused consternation in the province and which 
will be far reaching in its effects. Lieut.-Gov. 
Schultz obtained.an injunction to restrain the 
city of Winnipeg from selling his landa for taxes 
on the ground that interest had been charged on 
arrears ata higher rate than 6 per cent., which 
is the rate fixed by the British North American 
act. By virtue of a law passed by the Legis- 
lature the higher rate was imposed. 

Yhe Chief-Justice’s decision makes the in- 
junction perpetual and declares the provincial 
legislation ultra vires. The result is that all 
sales of land for taxes in the provinees for years 
back are illegal and thousands of titles are thus 
upset. Itis hard to tell where the litigation 
willend. An appeal will be taken to the Su- 
preme Court ana to England if necessary. 

Another grave feature of fhe case is that if 
this judgment holds good thousandsof titles will 
be upset in other provinees and endless con- 
fusion and troubie will follow.

MINNESOTA WHEAT. 

MINNEAPOLIS. Jan. 4.—The feeling among 
millers is that prices are too high, excepting 
when wheat is needed for immediate use. Re- 


ceipts of wheat from/ the country will show 
seme six hundred cars for the week, and the 
luills are grinding at the rate of some twelve 
hundred for the same time, including the 50 
cars a day shipped out, which will reduce the 
stock of wheat bere by some six hundred cars, 
or 350,000 bushels. 

Instead of tne next public report showing 
that, it will prebably shew no decrease, which 
is explained by the fact that millers are grind- 
ing this week from mill storage, which 1s not 
shown in the regular official reports. 





ST. PAUL BONDS SELL WELL, 
ST. Paur, Jan. 4.—Proposals for $260,000 
Water Department bends, payablein 30 years 
and bearing 422 per cent. interest, were opened 


by the Council Committee on Ways and Means 
in the presence of Mayor Smith and Controller 
Roche yesterday. There were 15 bids in all, 
most of them from St. Paul and Minneapolis 
banks and banking houses of Chieago, New- 
York, and Boston.

was accepted. This ig the highest premium 
paid for 8t. Paul bonds in many years and Con- 
troller Reche is highly elated over the result,

ITHE CANAL BILL PASSED 


IT INCORPORATES THE WNIC- 
ARAGUA COMPANY. 

A MAJORITY OF 123 IN ITS FAYOR— 
SPINOLA AND CUMMINGS CHANGE 
THEIR. MINDS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The bill te incorporate 
the Maritime Cand Company ef Nicaragua was 
passed to-day in the House of Representatives, 
with several amendments already adopted in 
Committee of the Whole, and has goue to the 
Senate. It will now fall into the hands of a 
conference committee, and its fate will 
be deter mined probably by the meod of the 
House when the report of the conferrees is 
eonsidered. On the theory that the Dill 
should be controlled by 1ts friends, and that the 
House has expressed its approval of the general 
proposition by a vote of 157 to 34, the Speaker 
would be justified in aveiding the members who 
supported some of the amendnients. Several of 
those members, after having secured the adop- 
tion of amendments that looked like merely 
preliminary attempts to embarrass, voted 
against the passage of the bill. Their efforts at 


“perfecting” the measure were thus shown to 
be hypocritical, their opposition being manifest- 
ed on the direct vote. 

The bill was allowed to be taken up by Mr. 
Reed pre forma, instead of the proposition to 
amend the rules that was pending yesterday. 
As the previous question had beeu demanded 
and ordered, the House got to work directly 
upon the amendments. Several amendments 
were adopted in biock. A separate vote was 
taken on Mr. Biland’s amendment providing 
that the United States shall reguitate the rates 
of toil on the canal. There were at tirst 83 
votes for it and 7Y against it—not 
&quorum. The Speaker voted in the negative 
and the amendment was deciaured carried 
by a vote of $8 to 80. The next separate vote 
tuken was upoa Mr. Payson’s amendment re- 
quiring the company to issue all bouds from 
the New-York office and only fur cash. This 
amendment was designed to forbid the practice 
of * watering” stoek. Another yea and nay 
vote was taken upon the proposition of Mr. 
Baker of Illinois, that the United States be 
authorized to acquire the canal at cost and in- 
terest at 5 percent. with the couseutot Nica- 
Tagua. ‘This amendment was received with 
conspicueus disfavor, and when the yeus and 
Mays were dewanded apon it the House refused 
to grant thew. 

When the billcame to its passage, Mr. Hol- 
man demanded the yeas and nays. The dispo- 
sition of tbe friends of most of the amend- 
mnents is discovered by a comparision of the 
votes. The following members who voted for 
amendments, some of which were adopted, 
‘voted againat the passage of the bill: Anderson 
of Iowa, Baker of [llinois, Bland, Cobb, Culber- 
son, Cummings, Enloe, Finlay, Glass, Hare, 
Holman, Houk, Jobnston ot North Carolina, 
Kilgore, Leheback, Lind, Martin, McRay, 
Pennington, Regers, Sayers, Shivety, Sowden, 
and Turner of Georgia. Indiana gave only 2 
votes against the bill, but Texas cast.5 in op- 
positioh to its passage. Cummings and Spinola, 
who voted against it, changed to the affirmative 
just before the result was announced. The 
New-York members who stand as favoring the 
bill are Bacon, Baker, T. J. Campbell, Cummings, 
Davenport, Farguhar, Fitch, Hopkins, Ketcham, 
Laidlaw, Nutting, Sawyer, Spineila, StaNinecaer, 
Tracy, West, and White. 


After the Nicaragua bill had been passed to- 
day Mr. Reed endeavored to seeure the passage 
of the resolution amending the rules, the con- 


test over which was dropped ‘yesterday. Mr. 
Auderson of Kansas obstrueted the way, insist- 
ing that the question of consideration could still 
preneeyy, be raised aguinst the proposition, Mr. 

eed and Mr. Cox made the most votabke speeches 
in favor of the proposed change, which they 
insisted was merely one to enable a 
majority of the House to do business.

Just when the Republican Senators were con- 
gratulating themselves that they had devised a 
neat little scheme to block the way of those

They had arranged, however, to pestpone 
that rejection until just before the close of the 
session, and it was no part of their plan to have 
to consider the ftitneas of any other person for 
the Distriet Attorneyship while Mr. Cleveland 
occupied the White House. Mr..Bailey’s nomi- 
nation was to be kept hanging tire, ana 
if in the meantime an indictment should 
happen to be brought in against Duuley 
it was to have been declared werthiess 
by e Republican Judge on the ground that Mr. 
Baliey, not having been contirined by the Sen- 
ate, could not legally sign the document as Dis- 
trict Attorney. About the legal soundness of 
this position there was some doubt, but it was 
considered strong enough to serve its purpose 
and we stave off proceedings until after 
President Harrison had picked out a satis- 
factory wan for District Attorney. The tinal 
rejection of Bailey was to be excused by the 
statement that he had made himself personally 
offensive to all Republicans in general, and Mr. 
Harrison 1n particular, by his speeches on the 
Republican candidate's labor record during the 
last campaign.

WANTS 10 SAVE DELAWARE. 


MR. ADDICKS REALLY IS A CANDIDATE 
FOR THE SENATE. 

Boston, Jan. 4.—The announcement of the 
@® ndidacy of J. Edwin Addieks for the seat in 
the United States Senate from Delaware, now 
occupied by Eli Saulsbury, was received with 
ineredulity in Boston, where he is President of 
the Bay State Gas Company and where his 
Winter residence is. He has never been sus- 
peeted of entertaining political ambitions, and 


it Was supposed that his residence was in Phila- 
delphia, if, indeed, he had not evoncluded to 
make Boston his permanentheme. Mr. Addicks 
himself, however, quickly dispelled all doubts 
in the Case this eveniug when called upon by a 
reporter at his rooms in the Tudor. 

** Yes,’” he said, ‘*it is true that [I am a candi- 
date. as stated. I have a country residence at 
Ciaymont, and I returned to Delaware last 
November tv vote for Gen. Harrison. I am a 
native of Pennsylvania, and resided in Phila- 
delphia for many years, but some 11 years 
ago I sold my residence there and bought a 
country seat at Clayment, where my tamily 
have since resided in Summer. A couple of 
years ago we eame to Boston to pass the 
Winter on account of my gas interests here, 
but I am still a citizen of Delaware.” 

“Just what is the pelitical situation there 
now ?” was asked. 

“ In joint convention the Republicans have a 
majority of two. I decided to enter the liste as 
acandidate for the Senate because I saw a 
chance for adark horse and beéause I believe 
the election of sonfe new man to the Senate is 
essential to keep Delaware a Republican State. 
Ido not antagonize any of the other candi- 
dates.” 

“ Who are the leading. aspirants ?” 

“There are three—Charies H. Treat, formerly 
of Maine, who is a manufacturer; George N. 
Massey of Dover, a lawyer and the attorney of 
the Pennsylvania Raliroad, and Anthony Hig- 
gins of Wiimington, also a lawyer. It is @ sort 
of Kilkenny cat fight, and the election of any 
one of them would imperil Republican su- 
premacy in the State. A new man is needed to 
hold the State, which I regard as the 
first step toward breaking the solid 
South, I am greatly interested in the 
success of the Republican Party and I feel 
that by my election Delaware can be kept a 
Republican State, while the election of any one 
ef my Opponents would make its retention 
very uncertain on account of their relation to 
the factional contests in the party. Tbe young 
men have shown a disposition to rally around 
me and I stall go. to Dover next Menday to 
remain until the convention is over.” 

BURNING MANY BARNS. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 4.—A special to the Amer- 
tcan from Lineborough, a small village on Mason 
and Dixon’s line, says thata band of incendi- 
aries has been at workin that region during 
the last two months, So far seven barns have 
been burned. Six of them were insured in the 


Cordorus Insurance Company. The locality is 
that part of York County, Penn., just north of 
the Maryland boundary line. Among the farm- 
ers whe have lost their buildings are William 
Myers, Emannel Heindle, Benjamin Forrey, 
Jolin Kooper, and Levi Drubbs. 

All of the fires started abeut the same time in 
the morning, between 5 and 6 o'clock, A 
placard was found last week announcing that 
seven more barns were marked for destruction. 
Early Saturday morning Levi Drubbs, who 
lives near Hupes Station, saw a lightin his 
barn. He went out to investigate it. As ne 
got near he heard a hissing sound, and in a few 
minutes the fedder was in flames. ‘here were 
several thousand bustels of grain, many farm- 
ing implements, and over 100 tonsof hay in 
the building. All were lost. 

Several weeks ago the two sens of Mr. Zwin- 
brum of the same neighborhood went to thei: 
father’s barn and discovereda light. Investiga- 
tion showed a candle in a box, from which two 
fuses extended to the fodder. ‘they were in 
time to prevent the conflagration. The farmers 
have bevome greatly aroused by the tires. De- 
tectives have been hired, and the insurance 
company has offered a reward of $500. for the 
discovery of the incendiaries, 








THE TEXAS LEGISLATURE. 
AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 4.—The Toxas Legislat- 
ure meets Tuesday, Jan. 8.

COL. NORTH sPENDS $40,000 IN 4& 

EXTRAORDINARY ENTERTAINMENT— 

WALES IS UNGRATEFULLY ABSENT.

Lonpon, Jan. 4.—A very remarkable ball 
was given at the Hotel Metropole to-night. 
It was not only remarkable in size and 
lavish expenditure, the cost being £8,000, 
but it furthermore punctuated strongly the 
gradual rise of finance in England over the 
old aristocracy. 


It was given by Col. John T. North, fa-. 


miliarly known as the Nitrate King. Col. 
North is a Yorkshire boy who went out to 
South Anierica some twenty years ago and 
saw an opportunity. .To-day he is the most 
talked of man in England. He is worth 
from forty to sixty millions of dollars, 
and lately has been using his knowledge 
of the stock market to better the fortunes 
of certain well-known people. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill was the first to benefit 
from Col. North’s power, and his profits are 
variously named in tens of thousands. 
Lord Randolph arranged a dinner lately, 
at which Col. North met the Prince of 
Wales, and the result is that Wales was 
given 2,000 shares in a late allotment : of 
new stock, which now stands at £7, mak- 
ing £70,000 for the heir apparent. As the 
Prince has lately been selling off the stock 
at Sandringham on an economical basis, the 
money is perhaps timely. 

These circumstances and the extent to 
which various members of the aristocracy 
have profited lately in stock ventures, lent 
unusual interest to the ball to-night. The 
Colonel, whose delight it is to be lavish, 
hired everything in the Hotel Metro- 
pole that was vacant. The White- 
hall suite of ballrooms, reception rooms, 
&c., was added te by 100 bedrooms 
for country guests. There were 1,400 
invitations and 1,400 guests, ranging in 
the social scale from the old aristocracy to 
popular theatrical people. It was mixed to 
the last degree, but, being a fancy dress 
ball, all social lines were lost. Lord and 
Lady Randolph Churchill ruled the oc- 
casion, and Arthur Roberts, a grotesque 
actor of the Avenue Theatre, made the 
fun. The whole first floor of the hotel was 
used, and the refreshment rooms before sap- 
per vied with the grand salon itself. Cham- 
pagne flowed like spring water. All the 
waiters and hotel employes were in fancy 
dress, at Col. North’s expense, and nothing 
so strange in attendance and lavish outlay 
has been seen in London since a similar ball 
given by Lord Rothschild. 

It was generally expected that the Prince 
of Wales would be there. He did not come, 
however, and the general opinion was that 
he is ungrateful.. His absence made little 
difference in the fun, however, and 
the costumes, rooms, and accessories 
simply beggared description. Col—Nerth 
was in a Henry VIII. costume, and 
téok Lady Randolph Churchhill, who wore 
a costume of black lace, covered with dia- 
monds and a blazing diamond star on her 
forehead, into dinner. Lord Randolph took 
in Mrs. North, who was in a pompadour 
costume, which was also magnificent. The 
ball lasted till 5:30 A. M., and is the talk of 
the town.

WHO OWNS LEONE? 


THE VALUABLE GELDING STILT. WITH- 

‘ OUT A LEGAL MASTER. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 4.—Who owns Leone? 
This question is still on trial inthe Supreme 
Court. The famous Kentucky saddle gelding 
has now been asortof ward in chancery for 
the past two years, and the court and jury are 
to decide whether the animal was sound when 
Park Commissioner Borden of New-York bought 
him of his cousin, Spencer Berden of this city, 
and it he wasn’t sound, whether Spencer Borden 


should be cempelled to give back the $1,000 he 
received and pay for the horse’s board during 
the past two years. ‘ 

The court room in the afternoon bore an un- 
usual appearance, being filled with spectators, 
who included well-known business’ men, cotton 
and vloth brokers, bankers, jockeys, and vet- 
erinary surgeons. It was expected that there 
would be great sport, but the audience ws dis- 
appointed. Very little feeling was displayed 
on either side, and the lawyers engaged are 
not versed in horse lore and not quick to take 
advantage of the openings which were pre- 
sented. On one side of tne inclosure in front 
of the Olerk’s desk sat Mr. Spencer Borden, 
with his counsel. He oy ptigiews calm and cheer- 
ful. Stretching behind him was a string of 13 
horsemen who are ready to swear that Leone is 
all right. 

On the other side of the rail were Commis- 
sioner Borden, the piaintiff; his son, Bertram 
Borden, for whom Leone was purchased; two 
veterinary surgeons, Mr. Stone, a livery stable 
keeper of this city. a gypsy horse trader, 
and Messrs. Morton & Jennings, Mr. Borden’s 
lawyers. The plaintiff wore an air of indiffer- 
ence until he get inte the -wituess stand. The 
plaintiff ana his witnesses all testified that the 
horse was unsound, and the plaictiff alleged 
that he was badly taken in on the trade. He 
didn’t remember much ef the details of the 
trade, and diselaimea that he bought the horse 
for the park police and therefore ought to be 
an expert himself. He was positive on one 
point, that Leone did not suit him. 

This afternoor the defense started in to prove 
that the horse was sound, and that anyway 
sprung knees could be cured. They were not 
all heard when court took a reeess until Mon- 
day. One of the witnesses produced for the de- 
fense was Samuel Stanley, who said he was a 
Quaker and affirmed, and ‘looked hurt when 
counsel fer the plaintiff asked him if he was a 
Quaker from conviction or because it helped 
him in horse trades. 

Another witness said he had traded horses for 
40 years, always expected to get cheated, and 
‘was never disappointed. 

The line. of defense as thus far disclosed is to 
shew in effect that the horse was sound, and if 
anything was the matter with him at the New- 
Ba i riding academy it was the fault of his 
rider.

ARRESTED. 


INSPECTOR BONFIELD RESENTING SOME 
SHARP CHARGES AGAINST HIS FORCE. 
CuHIcaGo, Jan. 4.—James J. West, editor of 

the Chicago Times, and Joseph R.. Dunlop, 

city editor of the same paper, were arrested 
late this afternoon on Warrants sworn out by 

Police Inspector John Bonfield and Police 

Captain Michael Schaack, charging them 

with criminal libel. Mr. Dunlop was at 

his desk when arrested. He was treat- 
ed with scant ceurtesy and not allowed 


to communicate with his friends, though spared 
the indignity of a journey to the MHarrison- 
street police station—whither he was at once 
taken—in a patrol wagon. At thestation he was 
bookea and, upon a telephone order from Boun- 
field, loeked upina filthy cell. There he was 
kept for nearly an hour, until bondsmen could 
be found 

Mr. West was at his residence at Hyde Park 
wheu he iearned that Mr. Dunlop had been ar- 
rested. He came into thecity at onee and ap- 
peared at the Harrison-street station with .bis 
attorney, Mr. Weigley. and at his own request 
was formally arrested. He, tov, gave bonds, 
and, with Mr. Dunlop, will appear in court to- 
morrow morning. - 

The article upon which ths charges of Bon- 
fleld and Schaack are based was. published in 
the 7imes this morning under. the headlines 
‘*Fenees for Thieves—Such are Members of the 
Police Department of this City.” In this article 
appeared an interview with the wife of Detect- 
ive * Jake’ Loewenstein, who 1s charged with 
shooting her husband some weeks ago, in which 
she says that Schaack and her husband turned 
the Loewenstein house into a warehouse for 
stolen goods; that tnere they divided property 
recovered from thieves, Including wearing ap- 
parel, and that amoug the articles was a pair. 
of sleeve buttons belonging to Lingg, the An- 
archist. Charges of ill-treatment she received 
from Schaack and her husband are also made 
by Mrs. Loewenstein. Mrs. Loewentein’s de- 
fense on the charge of shouting her husband has 
been taken up by the Woman’s Protective 
Agency. The J/imes’s article contains an inte® 
view with Mrs. C. C. Holt, an officer of the 
agency, in which she intimated that Bonfield 
was conspiring to protect Schaack and Loewen- 
stein from Mrs. Loewenstein’s revelations. 

Upon these features of the iimes’s article the 
charges of eriminal libel are based. Mr. West 
this evening said: **Ever since the bomb was 
throws ip the Haymarket Bonfield has made 
dynamite his stock in trade. A short time ago 
he suppressed a meeting of the Arbeiter Bunda, 
a respectable German workingmen’s’ 380- 
clety. He has been proclaiming meet- 
tings in advance of their being held, 
end it was on this peint that the 
Jimes tirst opposed his policy.” We have main- 
tained that there ia no power vested in vhe Po- 
lice Department of this city, or in any branch 
of our Government, which givesit the right to 
interfere with free speech, and certainly none 
that gives it the right to proclaim meetings be- 
fore they are held. 

The Police Department, I believe, is rotten 
to the core. I believe it has been guilty of the 
vilest abuse of power. I believe ita chief of- 
ticials are disloyal to the Mayor, and that he is 
in nowise responsible for the vutrage of this 
evening. Mr. Bontield has made an effort 
to suppress the freedom of speech. His 
effort to-night was in the direction of 
stamping upon the freedom of the press. 
The zimes will not make a malicious attack on 
any one, but it wili print the news and com- 
ment upon it with perfect freedom. Suilicient 
evidence is already in the hands of the iimes to 
justify not only what it has printed, but expose 
a condition of corruption in the Police Depart- 
ment almost unparalleied in American munici- 
pai history.” 





SUICIDE OF A OLERGYMAN,. 

SALEM, Mass., Jan. 4.—This evening the Rev. 
Fields Israel was found dead in the study ef his 
church, the First Unitarian, sitting in his chair 
with his throatcut. He committed suicide ina 
tit of temporary insanity, having been unable to 
sleep, and was unsettled mentally since the 
burning of the steamer Maryland, on which he 
was @ passenger and had a narrow escape. 

He came te Salem in 1877 frem Baltimore, 
Md., having been there during the trying days 
of 1861, where he had been noted for his jioyal- 
ty to the Union. He was prominent in Masonie 
circles, and was Chaplain of the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts. The suicide was discovered by 
Mrs. Israel, who fainted at tne sight. 





EIGHT STUBBOKN ENGLISHMEN. 
MONTREAL, Jan. 4.—The inquest on-the body 
of Mrs. Benson, who was shot by her husband, 
elosed to-day, but the jury were unable to agree 


upen a verdict. The eight Englishmen were in 
favor of a verdict of justifiable homicide, as it 
was clearly shown that the woman had been 
guilty of infidelity, but the six French-Ca- 
nadians held out for willful murder. 

The Coroner committed the prisoner to stand 
his trial onthe latter charge at the Court of 
Queen’s Bench. Singer, Mrs. Bensen’s com- 
panion, was bound over in $1,000 to appear at 
the trial. 





STOLE THE MINISTER'S SERMONS. 

DARIEN, Conn., Jan. 4.—Burglars entered the 
residence of James E. Ballard Wednesday night 
and were frightened away. They carried off a 
quantity of silver and clothing.

BRITISHERS BADLY BITTEN 


TAKEN. IN BY THE GREAT 
ELEOTRIO SUGAR PROCESS. 
_A BIG REFINING COMPANY COMES TO 

GRIEF BECAUSE IT CANNOT FIND 

ITS BIG SECRET. 
’The Electric Sugar Refining Company, 
“with headquarters at 69 Wall-street, has come 
to grief. Its shares, when sold at all, bring onl¥ 
nominal prices. Its stockholders are in douvt 
whether their investments are completely wiped 
outor not. Its President is in Michigan trying, 
his friends assert, to do something to save the 
company, while the officers remaining in New- 
York declare that they have been defrauded. 
Outside of the company’s offies, among sugar 
mer and the general Wallstreet public, the ver- 
dict is stronger. “‘ A second Keely motor” isthe 
way it is popularly put. 

Up to Thursday the company seomed on the 
top wave of prosperity. Then, allofa sudden, 
its shares fell from £80 to £12 or £15 on the 
London markets, where nearly all the trading iu 


them was done. The Englishmen bad captured 
@ Vast majority of the distributed stock, and 
had clung to it at fancy prices, but they couldn’! 
hold it upinthe face of cabdiegrams from the 
New-Yerxk office of the conipany, in which the 
chilling tidings wore set forth that the corpora- 
tion had been defrauded. 

It had been formed to develep and utilize a 
secret process to refine sugar by the use of 
electricity. The process, a secret one, was to 
be turned over to the company by the inventor, 
Prof. Henry C. Freund, a German chemist, or 
by his heirs in case of his death before certain 
conditions had been fuifilled. .These cenditionr 
were just on the point of being realized; the 
company steod ready to receive the xreat secret, 
This the Enxilsh hoiders kuew, but. instead o! 
news of the completion of the deal, they re- 
ceived from the compauy'’s vilicers an announce- 
ment that fraud nad been perpetrated, either by 
Freund pretending to wuave discovered the 
secret process or by the withholding of the 
benefits of the working of that process. 

“In any event,” cams the news—and yester- 
day the officers repeated it for the sake of the 
New-York public—"“they now know thataii 
that has been done by Freund aud Lis wife, her 
mother and her stepfather—the only persons 
who ever knew the ‘secrei’—is that they have 
conveyed retined sugar secretiy into the fac- 
tory, munipulated or ‘treated’ it in some 
fashien so us to alter its appearance and ehar- 
acter, but actually improving tts quality in 
some slight degree, and then showing this 
product as actually refinec from raw sugar.” 

It was added that the discovery was made by 
chance, This * chance’ came about in a pe- 
culiar manner. Fretnd haviug died about a 
year ago, the secret was now in the possession 
of his widow, certaia persuns alse, however, in- 
cluding her stepfather and her mother, W. E. 
Howard and his wife, and two other relatives, 
“Gus” and George Haisted, being believed to 
know sowetbing of it. [t had been cuntractea 
that so soon aa the company was prepared to 
carry on the work on a reasonable scale fora 
consideration of $75,000, Mrs. Freund was to 
turn over the secret process completely de- 
acribed in writing. Sue and ail her people 
now live in Wilsom, Mich., and on Monday, 
President William 4H. Uotteriil went there ts 
complete the negotiations. The story of his 
mission as told here is as follows: 

Mrs. Freund wanted $5,000 eas befere she 
reveaied the greatsecret. To this Cotterill de- 
murred, and asked: 

*“*Is your process oné by which raw sugars are 
made directly into refined sugars ?” 

No answer was returned, but through her 
lawyers, Messrs. Sawyer & Knowlton, of Aun 
Arbor, she asked in turn: 

“Will a process that will manipulate and im: 
prove refined sugar be of any value to you ?” 

such @ process was not what was wanted an¢ 
Cotterill vame back to New-York. 

Wednesday, accompanied by J. A. Robertson, 
Secretary of the company, and Lawson N, Fui- 
ler, one of the Trustees, he went to the refinery 
in Hamilton-avenue, Brooklyn, which the com- 
pany had bought, and where sume of the latest 
tests had been mads, The guard on duty, 
known only as “Jerry”? to his employers, at 
first refused them entrance, but at last yielded. 
They made their way into the secret chamber, 
and there found, it is understoon, nothing to re- 
veal the nature of the mystery. ‘There were, 
however, other things which indicated that 
there had been no wystery ai all, a bopper of 
brass and copper, tin covered tables, mallets, 
axes, hainmers, barrels of chemically refined 
sugar, and a quantity of raw sugar very like 
that brought ever new and then to be turned 
into the refined article by the secret process. 
Mr. Fuller was not inclined to say much yester- 
day about these discoveries. He admitted, how- 
ever, that there wasga total lack of secret ma- 
chinerv. 

Thursday a second visit was made to the re- 
finery and another elosed_room just under the 
tirst was broken into. It was a wysterious 
sort of place, plated with sheet iron, butits con- 
tents appeared to be limited to a set of sieves, 
which had been used to separate the varioug 
forms of the product. 

That afternoon President Cotterill agaiu 
started on a trip io Michigan. I5 was reported 
that be intended to cause the arrest, late yes- 
terday afternoon, of all peopie who had been 
in any way concerned in the working of the 
secret process, 

“If there has been any fraud,” says Mr. Ful- 
ler, ‘“‘we’il have to seek redress from the 
Freunds, who have got money, and if we find 
fraud we'll railroad them through, sure.” 

It is avout four years since Prof. Freund 
startled the sugar trade by announcing that be 
haa discovered @ hew process of eleeirical re- 
fining, by which sugar could be refined at a cost 
of $12 less per ton than by the usual methods 
His secret was carefnliy guarded, but he gave 
many exhibitions or so-called ‘‘tests.” The 
a at bis own house in this city, Was a sample 
of all. 

Half a dozen dealers and brokers were pres 
ent and brought with them a keg of raw sugar. 
‘they were tuken into w room, in the middie of 
whica stogd a table covered with a cloth upon 
whichb rested some machinery. They were al- 
lowed to examine everything in the room, but 
were prohibited from meddling with the table 
cioth. That covered the secret part of the proe 
esa, it was explained. A thorough. search o/ 
the apartment failed to discover any refined 
sugar, or any way by wiich it could be brough: 
in. Then the visitors were requested to retire 
leaving their raw sugar in the reom with thé 
inventor. They heard the whirr of machinery 
and soon a littie retined sugar was passed out 
through the door. More followed uutil all the 
raw sugar appeared to be used up. Again the 
room Was examined without revealing anything 
suspicious, Certainly, all the raw sugar tad 
disappeared. Fe Boe Bessy 

Moreover, the refined sugar Freund producea 
was superior in quality anit beauty to anything 
of the kind ever known befere. Nothing like 
it, so faras is known, has ever been produced 
by anybody else, and, aithough it is new be- 
lieved te have been made by achemical process, 
at the time it made a great scusation. 

Other * tests” followed and the Electric Sugar 
Retining Company was formed, with a capital 
of $1,000,000. Freund was given control, and 
nis widow now heids, it isstated officially, 5,250 
shares out of 10,000. About 1,000 mure are 
stillin the treasury of the company and are 
owned by the promoters. Perhaps 300 or 400 
shares were taFen in New-York and Philadel- 
phia and the balance—over 3,000—went abroad. 

The Englishinen rushed for them, that is, the 
English refiners did. A great many of them had 
suffered when centrifugals were introduced and 
they didn’t mean to be left again. So, withous 
waiting to see whether the new scheme was a 
good ove or not, they jtook the shares, hedging, 
as it were, and casting an anchor to windward. 
If the new process worked weil, they were sure 
to bein on the ground floor. If it failed, they 
were net out very much. So reasoned the Eng- 
lishmen, and it ia said that there Is not a refiner 
in Great Britain who bas not some of the stock. 
Fancy prices were paid. Onze transaction was 
atx125 per share. or $625 for a one-hundred- 
doliar certificate. No dealings were beiow $200, 
it is claimed, and tho average price was between 
$300 and $400. 

Once. organized, the company got to work 
promptly. The building in Hamilcon-avenne, 
Brooklyu, Known a8 the old Atlantic Fiour 
Mills, was secured forarefinery and fitted up, 
Freund Was given money to purchase machin- 
ery. Altogether Dr. Fuller yesterday eatimate:l 
the amount expended under that bead at abouts 
$180,000, with a total expenditure, including 
that for buildinogs‘aud other matters, of about 
$350,000. Tne new machinery was not exhib. 
ited. It came in heavy boxes, which no profane 
eye was allowed to explore, and was carefully 
borne into the sedret rooms in tho establish- 
ment. Thereis now a painfuily suspicious be- 
lief, pretty generaliy held, that instead of com- 
plicated mefhapisms, theses heavy boxes 
contained quantities of the very choices yrade 
of refined sugar, which the invontor ouly knew 
how to produce. 

Tests were carried on from time to time ever 
after Freund’s death. In nil the old secrecy 
was preserved, butthe results were just as 
wonderful asever. Raw sugur would be takeu 
to the refinery, disappear i the secret rooms, 
and soon tue splendid artiele of the finished 
product would appeur, while the building re- 
sounded with what appeared to be the sounds 
of machinery. Eariy this month a statement 
was pubiished in the eircuiar of Wiliett & Ham- 
len, sugar brokers, thac Dec. 3 and 4 Mr, Willett 
had been present at experiments at which ever 
20,000 pounda of raw sugar had been used im 
the secret room. In the eircular of yesterday 
the firm says: 

The development of the electric process has 
come much earlier in 1589 than anticipated, 
and in a way quite the opposite ot our anticipa- 
tions. In what we bave previously pubitshed 
we have continued ourselves to just what we saw 





heard, but in the matter of confidence ia 





the results we must say that we have been 
wrossly deceived. From developments soon 
coming te light it appears evident that a fraud 
has been perpetrated, tue exient of which will 
ny doubt soon be made known.” 

Sutin spite of ali the glittering prospeets of 
the new methud the Sugar Trust people were | 
not as worried as they might have been. In . 
fact, while the new company probably did cut 
dowa the quotations in trust shares, the trust 
itseif appeared to be easy in mind. Two months 
age roe its meurers — it batieend 18 

ad nothing to fear from the new rival. 8 
long delay after the early tests did a good deal, 
too, to shake the trace’s contidence in the 
scheme, and “I fold you so’s” were plenty yer- 
terday. 

For the company’s officers Mr. Fuller said 
yesterday that they bad by no means given up 
hope. They thoughts it quite likely that Mrs. 
Fruena was retalming a valugbie secret and 
hoped that, at the worst, she would be able to 
tell how the extra fine refined sugar was mude. 
Possession of such knowledge would be a great 
help to the company. : : 

Another bgpe is given by the fact that Mrs, 
Freund has manifes‘ed, so far as is known, no 
desire to unload her huldings of the steck, al- 
though she must Rave hai a number of opper- 
funiiies to do so. Unlesa there is something ef 
yalie in the knomiledge she possesses BRO 
would, it is gsrgyed, have been only too willipg 
to sell out at the first opportunity, But even 
while expressing sach hopes the officers are not 
contident in their talk, and say that very mach 
depends upon the success of Mr, Cotterill’s op- 
eratious in the West. 

Estimates of the less Mkely to be caused by 
the company’s trouble vary agood deal, but 
there is no question thatthe Englishmen wil 
catch nearly all of it. All of the million-dollar 
Capitalis classed as paid up, but the 5,000 or 
6,000 shares heid by the Freund interest and 
the promoters, of course, do not represent 
any cash paid in. Most of the few hun- 
dread sbares held in this neighborhood 
wera probably taken origin ab or 
yery ttle above par, and i handled 
since have been dealt in as @ pure speculation. 
As itis underatosd that ina good many euses 
present holders have been speculators who 
have made meney out of the stock, it is likely 
that most of them will find the account about 
balanced up, According to tho offleers’ state- 
ments, the blocks heid in thiscountry are agarly 
ali small, and the stock is well scattered among 
sugar men in this city and Philadeiphia. Presi- 
deut Cotterill, Secretary Robertson, and other 
oificers are said to have fair holdings. Lawson 
N. Fuller says he hasn’t mueh, and the rest is 
divided up among tie trade. 

The Englishmen’s loss will result principally 

rom the number of prices they paid for the 
shares, but they are in some valuable experi- 
ence. A half million dollars, was about an 
average estimate yesterday of What the British 
sugar men may lose if the worst happens. Both 
President Cotterill and Secretary Robertson 
came from the other side. Ihe former was a 
lawyer (ne has been the company’s legal ad- 
viser as well as head) and the Jatter a spipping 
merchant. ; 

“Jerry,” the refinery guardian, whose full 
name proves to be Jeremiah Flannagan, would 
not say anything abeut the company’s affairs 
iast uight. There was @ repors that he is ex- 
pected to furnish some important testimony, 
but he declined to talk about the case. 

William P. Thompson, an Epgiish patent 
agent, has been in this city for several weeks In 
the interest of the foreign Capitalists. He does 
not own adoliar’s worth of tae stock, and de- 
clared yesterday that he never believed in the 
enterprise. His attention was first called to the 
invention by the representations of many 
friends who had been in-iuced to invest owlnug 
to the wonderful possibilities ¢laimed for the 
invention by the company. He cautioned his 
friends not to have too much faith in these rep- 
resentations, and tried to convince them that it 
wouid be wise policy to walt for a practical 
demonstration. Some heeded his advice, others 
did not and became wildiy enthusiastic about 
the siock He had some warm discuésiens 
with these enthusiasts in the Reform Club, and 
not a great while ago he laid several wagers at 
long odds that the great expectations would not 
be realized within a@ certain period. He col- 
lected the money, toe. Mr. Thompson men- 
tioned tuis incident by way of illustrating what 
a grip the electrical process had on the other 
side. 

He was repeatedly consulted by Messrs. 
Robertson and Cotterill about the legal status 
of the mysterious invantien. It was their wish, 
as Wellas that of other stockholders, that he 
should be employed to take out the necessary 
patents. He was finaliy engaged to come here, 
make an inspection, and report, his fees being 
paid in advamce. “* When I Came out,” he says, 
**it was announced that the mill was ready for 
a bigrunto demoustrate the practicability of 
the invention in my presence. When I got 
here one excuse and another was given for not 
trying the experiment until the time of my en- 
gagement expired. The officers prevailed on 
me to stay here until this week by re-engaging 
me, Then came the recent developments. 
Just what the invention is nebody outside of 
the clique seems to know. I have not yét made 
@ chewical analysis of the sugar obtained from 
the company. What I have learned since [ 
came over has not changed my cpinion formed 
on the other side. The invention may be one 
for treating refined sugar and it may be one for 
refining raw material. There evidently is a se- 
cret of some kind which the oliqueis trying to 
maintain, and their real reason may be that it 
has no commercial value. By that I mean 
sugar cannot be manufactured in quantities as 
cheaply as itis by the ordinary process.” 

LONDON, Jan. 4.—The sensation in Birming- 
ham over the revelations regarding the Electric 
Sugar Retining Company has been increased by 
alarming cablegrams. The loeal holding of 
stock is stated to be £20,000. One of the prin- 
cipal stockhelders has departed for America to 
inquire personally into the matter. The stock 
fell greatly in Birmingham and Liverpool to- 
day. 





WALL-STIRHET TALK. 


After drooping dismally all day the stock 
market braced upin the closing hour of busi- 
ness yesterday, put on a better face, and rallied 
prettily.

evictors and received seyere injuries.

It trusts the Emperor 
will offer such apblegies as are fecessary to 
satisiy the sense of honor of the son and grand-

The Globe says: ‘Count Herbert Bismarck’s 

retort was as rude @ One as ever one statesman 
made to another. He probably desired to emu- 
late the example of, Mr. Bayard, but his imita- 
tion was climsy and without motive. He is 
either a statesman lacking the necessary man- 
ners to apologize for allowing himsélf to be 
egregiously befooled, or his crédulity is de- 
liberate, and he seeretly approves of the rumor 
he started, and finds enjoyment in insult at the 
expense of anydody who is known.to have 
been Emperor Frederick’s friend. Sir Robert 
Morier’ may safely remain silent under such 
attacks in the future.” .

bury stated that he sympathized with their 
anxiety and said their request was justified by 
the circumstances of the day. The enormous 
offensive powers of foreign nations might be 
cencentrated against England, aithough 
that was not likely. Centinuing, Lora 
Salisbury Said: “While not taking 
a gloomy view of the tuture, we 
must not fail to take the necessary precautions 
for defense.

CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—Judge Baker delivered to- 
day a decision which ig of interest to telagraph 
companies and their patrons. The decisiqgn was 
ina motion for @ new trial by the Postal Tele- 
graph and Cable Company in a _ suit 
brought against them some time ago 
by C. L. Lathrop & Co. The latter sent 


some dispatches to their correspondents 
in New-xork in regard to ‘the purchase ef a 
large quantity of doffee. The telegraph com- 
pany, it was claimed, made some mistakes in 


| the transmission of the dispatches through 


which ~~ Latnrop 0. lost $8,000. 
They begdn “Suit against the couipany 
and recovered a yerdict for $6,698, and the 
telegraph company thereupon entered a motion 
for & néw trial. ‘Théy set up that their printed 
message forms contained @ netice of exemption 
from liability, and that on that ground alone a 
suit against them did not Tie, and the verdict 
therefore was improper. I¢ was therefore 
urged by them that the transaetions of the 
colfee merchants were in the nature of gambiing 
transactions, and hence damages were not re- 
coverable. 

Judge Baker overruled these points and re- 
fused to grant a new trial. The Court held that 
Fy belograph company was obliged to use ordi- 
ary Care in the transmission of telégrams not- 
withstanding what may have been printed on 
their message forms. The errors in the trans- 
mission raised the presumption of neglect, 
aud the company was _ responsibié for it. 
With regara to the charge of gambling 
the court held that such transactions were vot 
necessarily illegal If actual purchases weré 
made under which the buyers were bound to 
take and the sellers to deliver coffee in a speci- 
fied time and for @ specified price, the mere 
fact that the purchase may have been made 
with the intention of reselling did not neces- 
sarily make the purchase ifegal under the 
Gambling act. 

The motion was denied and a judgment given 
fot the amount ef the verdict. An appeal was 
taken to the Appellate Court by the Postal 
Telegraph Company.

THE ROAD’S ALLEGED UNLAWFUL CUT- 

TING OF RESERVE TIMBER IS THE 
BASIS OF THE ACTION. 


ST. ‘Paul, Jan, 4.—By far the mast important 
suit that has been instituted in the State of 
Minnesota for many years was filed yesterday 
with the Clerk of the United States Circuit 
Court. The offense charged in the complaint is 
one of long standing, and every effort will be 
strained to the ulmost te secure a conviction, 

The title of the -uitis ‘The United States of 
America against Phe Northern Pacitic Railroad 
Company."? The corperaiion is charged with 
unlawiully trespassing upon Government land 
along its line, and denuding it of al! the yal- 
uable timber thereon, which had been held in 
reserye for the use and benefit of the pubiic at 
large. The complaivi @nters thorougaly into 
the (distuils of the ailexed ‘gigantic steal. 
The Goyernment c¢leinis that a ° great por- 
tion of this tmber has been cut at 
points 30 miles from ‘the line of the 
road. The Goyerument Les made numerous at- 
tempts Lo proceed against the company ia the 
several Territeries through which the railroad 
runs, but it has been cempelled to abandon 
such a course of policy, haViby found that “It 
is practicaliy impessible to sastuin such cases 
on account of the limited jurisdiction of the Ler- 
ritorial gourts, the complicated and multitudl- 
Nous trespasses Committeu by a great number of 
persons, the practical impossibility of obtain- 
ing legal evidence from the company’s ollicers 
and employes, and the difficulty of procuring 
any other evidence coucernping said trespasses. 
The Government is informed that it Gan resort 
to the United States Circuit Court, as a court of 
equity, in order to avoid » wuilfiplicity of suits 
and other obsiucies and compiications,” 

The land upon which the railrvuad company 
is alleged to have trespussed is only valuable 
for its timber and material. ‘* Therefore,” the 
complaint continues, “the denucing of the 
lands of the Umber results ip great and irre- 
wiediable loss. Unless the company is stopped at 
ouce by injunction the entire country now be- 
ing trespassed ppon will be entirely denuded.” 

Lhe Government asks that an injuncison be 
immediately issued to stop the eutting and that 
the company be compelied to appear in court 
and respond to 32 questions concerning the 
tlinber, Where and When cul, how and where it 
has been used, and 60 on, ad infinitum. The

A good 
grade of oysters sells atfrom 65 to 70 cents ver 
bushel. This decrease in receipts seems to be due 
to the recent activity of the Maryland oyster navy 
in protecting the forbidden beds from the ravages 
of the dredgers. The dredgers have been forced to 
depend upon those beds which their previous reck- 
lessness has stripped of their treasures, and have 
found it almost impossible to fet an adequate sup- 

ly. Itis said that if the dredgers were allowed to

oysters would be as scarce in the -Chesapeake as 
buffaloes now are on the prairies. .

A ‘COAL YARD WORTH SEPRING. 

New-Yorkers who at present have many 
of their out-of-town friends visiting them may 
take the latter on a very profitapie trip of sight- 
seeing by going to One Hundred and Fifty-first- 
street and Eighthb-avenue. There the elevated 
railway has its coal steres. The big station, 
With its tracks, switching tables, engine houses, 
and the like, is erected on pillars 20 feet above 
the strect level. The station inciosure occupies 
the block between One Hundred and Fittleth 
and One Hundred and Fifty-tirst streets and 
Seventh and Kighth avenues, andis surrounded 
by a ferice extending from the pavement to the 
superstructure of the road. The whole of the 
space below the tracks is devoted to the storare 
of Goal, E 

Here are thousands of tons of the inflamma- 
ble stuff directiy below the cngines which are 
constantly dropping living coals into the big 
pans beneath the the tracks. Such a combina- 
tion is but rarely seen within 3 city’s iimits, for 
were this great quantity of Goal to be set on 
tire the probability would be that weeks wouid 
pass before it would be finally extinguished. 

The storing of this great quantity of coal is 
done as a precautionary measnre as well as 
for convenience. During the great iongshore- 
men’s strike not very long ago the elevawd 
railway got very near to 2 coal famine, and so 
great was the danger of baying to stop traffic 
that the officers of the road determined never 
again to be like the unwise virgins. So the big 
‘coal yard was established in which there is 
quite $50,000 worth of the fuel.

Through the 
quarrying country every hilldtde is dotted wiih 
the cottages of the quarrywen, aud every valley 
has its lt~ude hamlct that has grown up abous 
fhe quarries. Hundreds of teamstere with 
their teams can be seen every merning before 
sunrise wending their way to tue quarries for 
the ioads that will, before night, be added 
to vhe stores on the docks. The loads that they 
carry are a marvel, three herses often hauling 
as much as 13 fons, dewn grade, while 10 tons 
is considered an ordinary load. 

All along the line cf the tramways over which 
the stone is hauled can be seen rubbish heaps 
from 40 to 50 feet in height, where the refuse o 
ibe quarries has been dumped. For many years 
this was supposed to have no commercial value, 
vut of late years the industry of workingit up 
into paving blocks has been followed to some 
extent. The blocks have been feund to wear 
well They always present a secure foothold 
for a horse, a8 the peculiar nature of the stone 
prevents it from polishing across the en: of the 
grain. These paviug blocks are not used in this 
city, but have been used in large quantities in

‘*Builders are-using it considerably for wain- 
scoting, friezes, built-up cabinets, balustrades, 
and the like, and s9owe, too, are even giving 1G 
the preference for flooring. Bit for the latter 
purpose tt is not good, because of ita lability 
to denting. There is little doubt in my mind 
that the Georgia pine will svon give place to 
the California redwood. Some of the meat 
richly-finishead igteriors in the city show ex- 
amples of work in redwood that the workers 
in the valuable hard woods could net possibly 
reproduce. Yet the coloring is as rich, and the 
cost is not more than one-quarter.”

NEED OF A NAVAL RESERVE 
4 NEGLEOTED PLAN FOR THE 
NATIONAL DEFENSE. 
WHAT THE EUROPEAN POWERS COULD 

DO IN CASE OF WAR—REPRESENTA- 

TIVE WHITTHORNE’S REMEDY. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—War is by no means to 
be regarded as a thing only of the past, and 
Benator Blair has just expressed the opinion 
that if ought to beathing of the immediate 
future for the United States, “in the interests 
of peace” and the acquisition of Canada. But 
would-W® fighting men, like the New-Hamp- 
shire Senator, may remember that in order to 
bé able to fight effectively the sombatants 
ought to be prepared for war. There is no lack 
of confidences among citizens of the United 
States in their ability to cope with any enemy 
from without after that enemy has come to 
land. The men end the menéy are avail- 
ablé in gréat numbers and enormous volume. 
The people ‘are partial to the idea that 
taxes and high prices ake them richer, and as 
both accompany war, itis safe to assume that 
they would be popular, at least among men 
who lové taxation for taxation’s sake. But thé 
United States might be taken at a disadvantage 
in a war burried upon us by a power provided 
with a well-cquipped navy, backed with an 
organization now in a sleeping condition but 
ready to spring into an aggressive attitude upon 
the first alarm. An outbreak ef hostilities 
with England, France, Germany, or even Italy, 
would reveal the fact that the United States, 


with all their resources, are ill provided, as 
compared With any ope of the nations named, 
for the defense of its ports or for attaek upon 
tbe ports of the enemy. 

In case Sehater Blair’s challengs to Great 
Britain should be taken seriously, and Victoria 
were authorized to begin *‘the trouble,” in what 
condition would she be to open the tight? she 
would have at hér command, ready fer imme- 
diate service, about 800 vessels, must of them 
atmed with modern guns, manned by trained 
men, and supplemented with ail the modern im- 
plements of destruction. Te render effective the 
services of these 300 ships, not countiag a large 
number of sailing ships and. transperts also 
wvatiable, there weuld be a body of 53,000 sea- 
wen and marines, the regular establishment of 
tho British Navy, ready for almost immediate 
action. 

Suppose the rupture were with France. That 
repudile could call out also about 3U0 ships of 
difterent grades, but none ef them obsolete or 
useless in pattern, many of them powerful as 
well'as fast, and there would be a force of 
$7,000 men ready to navigate the vessels, do 
guard duty, and man prizes. 

If it was Germany that discovered cause of 
offense sufficient to justify an attempt at foroi- 
ble demonstration, the German Empire couid 
speedily appear upon the 6oaat of the United 
States with @ navy supplied with 100 of the 
most fermidable vessels, with guus of long and 
efficient range and prodigious ability to destroy. 
Nine thousand men are réady to navigate these 
vessels and serve the death-dealing guns which 
they earry. ; 

Italy has a navy of 101 modern vessels, some 
of them wonders ef strength, speed, and arma- 
ment, and the King would have 11,000 seamen 
and marines in training to man them. 

To cope with any one of these admirably pre- 
pared nations the United States would have a 
navy consisting of 46 vessels, 36 of which were 
built between 1858 and 1878, and mostof which 
are armed with smieoth-bore guns, as obsolete 
asthe ships thatcarry them. If the war did 
not come with inconvenient suddenness, it 
would perhaps tind this Nation prepared to 
meet it with 2 armored cruisers, improved 
monitors, @ coast-defense vessel not yet ad- 
vanced beyond the designs, 13 ola mon- 
itors suitable for harbor defense,anad 8 other 
vessels authorized by act of Congress. To man 
this fieet the Government would have at its 
command the regular establishment of 9,500 
men, including officers, seamen, and marines. 
If this force was not enough, if there was any 
lack of ships and men, there is no doubt that 
the capitalists of the ceuntry would provide 
the means forthe construction of the ships, if 
the enemy would oconsiderately allow time 
enough for their construction, and the patriot- 
ism of the Nation would, of eourse, previde the 
men. 

In the meantime, assuming that England, 
France, Germany, or Italy was not considerate 
but insisted upen having things out at once, 
what would happen? If England lacked ves- 
sels, the Queen could callin at once 11 ocean 
steamships of the highest speed and greatest 
size, convert them into cruisers, and let them 
loose to dv mischief, Ailof them are now re- 
ceiving subventions, with the understanding 
that they are to be available at once in case of 
emergency. Then there are 15 other large 
ateamers available to which no subvention is 
paid, and seattered here and there, all over 
the globe, are 54 sets of armaments, 
complete equipments for converting merchant 
vessels of England into men-of-war. To man 
these vessels and guns, if the regular establish- 
ment should preve inadequate, the sovereign 
would have a naval reserve of 18,000 men 
trained to the use of guns and the various ap- 
pliances of war, prepared to respond effectively 
at a day’s notice. There would still be 1,500 
men of the Navai Reserve Artillery available to 
support the force already mentioned, and be- 
hind them an unorganized Great Britain. 

Suppose it were France that found it neces- 
sary, in order promptly to resent what it 
regarded as an: unpardonable offease by the 
United States, to have more ships and more 
men. The republic bas all its shipping at com- 
mand—14 of the best ocean steamers to begin 
with, and the prodigious force of 160,000 men 
enrolled in the Inscription Marine, awaiting the 
order of the conscription office. 

Germany could supplement her regular naval 
establishment with the entire commercial ma- 
rine converted into ships of war, supplied with 
armaments prepared, stored, and assigned to 
their places. She would haveto man the extra 
vessels the seamen drafted from the Seewebhr, 
corresponding to the Landwehr, a body of sex- 
faring men estimated at not less than 25,000, 
all of whom have served at least three years. 

Italy could not greatJy increase her naval 
fleet, but she has an enrollment of 210,000 men 
Hable to be called upon at any mement te serve 
the King as naval warriors or sailors, In all of 
these countries, but especialiy in England and 
Germany, the reserves would be brought into 
operation after a good deal of special training 
to render them effective. They would not be 
absolutely raw levies, utterly ignorant of the 
conditions aboard ship er in seacoast batteries. 

It would be otherwise with the United States. 
When the 9,000 men carried in the reguiar es- 
tablishment were fully employed in ships or 
seacoast defenses, and it was found necessary to 
have a larger number, the force would have te 
be recruited from the seaports and the interior 
just as they could be found, and out of whatever 
material was obtained it would be necessary to 
make seamen and gunners. The United States, 
witb @ prodigious population, millions of men 
capable of bearing arms, would be without # re- 


serve possessing the primary knowledge of sea- . 


coast and shere defense that would be 
necded. It could not be said, in 
extenuation, -that the situation had not 
been foreseen. The importazace of organizing a 
body of paval reserves hus been agitated for 
several years. It is before Coi\gress nowin a 
bill introduced by Mr. Whitthorhetwhen he was 
a Senator and again brought forward after he 
ad been returned to the Heuse of Representa- 
ives from Teunessee. If this bill should become 
® law the United States will have provided tive 
things: L. For the enrollment and classification 
of the population to be eulled upon 
to render naval instead of army serviee 
in case of war. 2. For the organization 
ef the population so enrolled into com- 
mnands of volunteers trained in the use of nayal 
weapons, guns, torpedoes, torpedo boats, and 
life on board men-of-war. 3. For securing the 
services of seamen, officers and men, from the 
merehant service and from yachts. 4 For the 
encouragement of the building of fast steam- 
ships that may be readily cenverted into armed 
cruisers. 5. For the promotion of seamanshi 
by the authorized detail of offieers ot the nav 
to ingtruct and drill enrolled volunteers, 

The naval militia proposed to be provided, 
apart from the National Guard, would be estab- 
lished upon the assumption that the country 
has a right to demand serviee from its citizens 
inthe navy as weli asin the army in time of 
war. The enroliment would be made by the 
States, upon the assignment of quotas. From 
the enrolled but unorganized naval mili- 
tia there would be formed by  volun- 
tary enlistment units of organization, to 
be known as the Naval Reserve Artillery 
and the Naval Reserve Torpedo Corps, The 
Naval Reserve Artillery weuld be trained in the 
use of great guns, small arms, target practice 
ashore and on board ships, assigned for the serv- 
Ice, and the Naval Keserve Terpedo Corps 
would be made acquainted with the use of tor- 
aeagays mines and mine laying, and the hand- 
ing of torpedo boats, state officers would 
pommand the organizations, but their trainin 
would be supervised by naval officers detaile 
for the purpose. In case of war the active forve 
of the navy would be 1ucreased by the return to 
the service of seme 300 er 400 retired officers, 
all of whom would be qualified to instruct. 

The training of the naval ‘reserves would 
necessarily differ in many essential features 
from that of the National Guard. That of the 
latter is carried on at home, during the hour of 
recreation, and interferes but little with the 
ordinary oecupation of the National Guardsmen. 
The training of the men of the naval reserves 
must necessarily be carried on in batteries or 
vessels more or less remote from home, and 
consequently ¢ompensation would have to be 
made during the period of instruction for time 
jost and fer the journey performed 
between the home ‘and the training station. 
The expense thus entailed upon ree Govern- 
ment wonld, it is believed, be slight in com- 
parison with the advantages gained in having 
at hand bodies of men fairly trained in the use 
ot naval weapons, under the officers who will 
coutinue to command them in service, with the 
stimulus of local pride and interest to excite the 
men’s best efforts, and ready at short notice to 
man = nee coe ané poreey pony tor- 
pedo bo auxiliary cruisers, the fle gen- 
eral, and to bgp in the local defense in bat- 


teries or in mine

an éfroliment of officers and men of the mer- 
chant service and yachting service to pown 
as the Navigation Reserve. They will re- 
quired to qualify before @ naval board, to en- 
roll for five years’ service, and to present them- 
selves at periods of at least once & year ata 
naval rendezvous to establish their continued 
fitness. They aré to recéive nominal sompen- 
sation. With thetr experience as seamen to be- 
gin with they will be looked upon 48 a powerful 
body of auxiliaries in cas6 ef need. r 

To secure additional cruisers in time of emer- 
gency the Whitthorne biliprovides that steamers 
which may conform to the Navy Department 
requiréments may be paid an amount to be 
fixed by the Navy Departmert, based on ton- 
nage and the number of wiles steamed, not to 
exceed 30 cents per ton per mile for steamers 
engaged in the foreign trade, and 20 cents for 
those in the coasting or lake trade. The maxi- 
mum mileageis to be paid only to vessels of the 
highest speed, and no oceen steamer which 
cannot maintain a speed of 14 knots 
for 24 hours will receive mileage. The owners 
of steamers receiving mileage bina themsélves 
to hold them at the service of the Gevernment 
when required. This provision naturally tends 
to encourage the building of steamers of high 
apeed and safety, capable of rapid conversion 
into eruisers which would prove formidable 
as commerce destroyers. 

This important bill rests. There are no votes 
init. -There are no greedy, rapacious pension 
agents behind it, finaing reasons that look 
patriotic, to justify its passage. It is only a

‘ense against outward foes. If there are im- 


perfections in it, they are not believed to be of ° 


a nature that cannot be overcome. If its main 
features were approved, the United States 
would be provided with the framework of a 
naval reserve superior in numerical strength 
to that of Great Britain, and not inferior in 
effectiveness to the naval reserves of any one of 
the other great European powers. 


BIRD SHOT:'ENDS A BEAR, 


HERE’S A NORTH WOODS STORY FOR 
HUNTERS TO DISCUSS. 
HARRISBURG, N. Y., Jan. 4.—A bear hunt up 


‘here in the woods of Lewis County on the 1st 


day of January is a rare thing, because the 
good old-fashioned Winters of the Black River 
country usually setin in November. Numbers 
of the shaggy brutes have been seen hereabout 
of late, and at least two have been shot within 
a week Coupled with the killing of one of 
them isan exciting story, which was told a 
TIMES reporter by Leonard Bullock of Jefferson 
County, who had a hand in the fight. 

“On New Year's Day,” said Mr. Bullock, 
“ Joe Spaulding and myself thought we would 
go out for a hunt over toward the Salmon River, 
Joe, who is my nearest neighbor, had been out 
rabbit hunting thé day before and did not have 
very good luck, so he wanted me te take my 
dog and go with him te try it again. We had to 
go about five miles to reach a place where rab- 
bits were plenty, but when we got there we had 
greateport forashorttime. The dog put the 
rabbits up in fine sane, and before we had 
been in the brush an bour we had bagged eight 
of them. We then started for a new place, as 
we had about exhausted the supply in that 
locality. In going from one piece of woods to 
another we struck a bear's track that looked 
pretty fresh. We had not thought of a bear 
hunt for that day, and neither of us had any- 
thing more effective than No. 6 shot—a size that 
is large enough for rabbits, but rather danger- 
ous to use On & hungry and ugly black bear. We 
could not let the lack of Mg eed ammunition pre- 
vent us from fellewing thse bear, however, 80 we 
quit rabbit hunting right there, and, starting 
the dog after the animal, proceeded to run him 
down. 

“Under ordinary olrcumstances this would 
have been a tiresome job, for the bear would 
have done his best to get away, and would have 
given us a long chase. The bear we were after, 
however, was not arunner, but a fighter. He 
made no effort to get away apparently, for after 
atwo hours’ tramp we came up with him out 
in an open piece of timber, where he and the 
dog were having a first-class time all by them- 
selves. The bear wasup on his haunches and 
the dog, who had evidently been indiscreet en 
the start, was praneing wildly around him, tak- 
ing good carein the meantime to keep about 
two rods away. The dog’s head was covered 
with blvod, evidently from a cut inflieted by the 
bear in the firstround. As that bear stood up 
and kept’ turning around to watch the dog I 
think he was the ugliest-looking brute I ever 
laid eyeson. He did not look a bit like an anl- 
mal that you would want to tackle with a 
double-barreled shotgun loaded with No. 6 shot, 

“Though we approached to witbin a dozen 
rods of him, he did not pay the slightest atten- 
tion to us and we concluded that he would be a 
pretty tough customer to tackle. But wedid 
not geapene to let him get away from us even if 
we took the chances of a rough-and-tumble 
fight. There were four good loads of shotin 
our guns, but unless fired at short range they 
would be likely te increase rather than lessen 
the bear’s fighting capacity. Seeing that he did 
not intend to run or take to a tree, there was 
but ene thing to do ard that was to make an aa- 
vance en him. Right here it o¢eurred to me 
that a little ruse, such as 1 have used before 
now in shooting woodchucks, would work well. 
It was for Spaulding to getin range of a big 
hemlock that stood near the bear, and keeping 
the tree between himself and the animal to 
stealthily approach, while I kept in plain sight 
and diverted the brute’s attention, The trick 
worked to perfection.

OARP OULTURE A SUGOCESS., 

The experiment made some five or six 
yeara ago of growing German carp asa food 
fish in American waters has turned out 4 great 
success and the cultivation of that fish has 
taken its place among the figh industries of the 
country. In the vicinity ot Weis city and aleng 


the coast front where there are #0 many fine 
fish to obtain, the carp will never be sought fer 
to any great extent, but to Inland cities ama the 
Western country it is a boon. : 

Tts flesh is exceilent, though not as sweet and 
tine grained as that of some of the native salt 
and fresh water fish. It will live in sluggish 
water aud in ponds where nething but catfish 
and frogs are found. It is prolitic and a rapid 
grower. In Texas in five years’ time aocarp 
grew to weigh 10 pounds, and in‘ponds in this 
section stocked fourand five years age, carp 
weighing from four to seven pounds are now 
being taken. The fish is homely to look at and 
is sluggish in its movements. 

In the Western ponds and lakes and such 
Trivers as the Missouri and Mississippi, they 
will increase rapidly and in a short time prove 
a staple fish product. As a game fish the carp 
1s at the lower end of the list.

A ROUGH-AND-TUMBLE FIGHT BETWEEN 


A WITNESS AND A PRISONER. 

KrmnostTon, N. Y., Jan. 4.—John J. Cooney is a 
member of the Board of Education here aud an 
ex-Alderman.

William D. Brinnier, a lawyer and 
an Alderman, was in his oftice here yesterday 
afternoon, Lawitch was with him, hey had 
the draft. Cooney was sent for. He came, 
asked to sve the draft, enatched it out of Brin- 
nier’s hands, and ran out of the door. Later on 
he was arrested. 

This is substantially what Lawyer Brinnier 
told on the witness stand this afternoon. At this 
junoture in the proceedings the words “ liar,” 
" perjurer,” &o., were bandied baek and ferth. 
Harsher expressiens followed, and then the wit- 
ness and the prisoner jumped at each other, and 
feught all round the court room. Both are pow- 
erfully-built men, and in the fight reporters 
and constabies did not entirely eadape. At the 
end of seven or eight minutes the officers suc- 
ceeded In separating the men as they would two 
bulidogs. 

The Recorder, who resembles Recorder Smyth 
of New-York City, and whois dignity personi- 
tied, was furious. He decided to send both of the 
participants in the disgraceful sorne to jail for 
contempt, but they and their friends pleaded so 
hard to be let off with a fine that he reluctantly 
eonsented.

RAVAGES BY DIPHTHERIA. 


A LARGE NUMBER OF DEATHS 
BERKS AND LEHIGH COUNTIES. 
READING, Penn., Jan. 4.—Seldom hasa com- 
munity been so alarmed as are the country peo- 
ple along the line of Berks and Lehigh Counties, 
where the two covuties join and where diph- 
theria reges in such a violent epidemic form. 
Nothing like it has ever affected a similar 
stretch of country in this sectien with such 
fatal résults. 

Mary families have lost their children. An 
estimate made to-day of the number of funerals 
held places the deaths within the confines ef 10 
square miles at mot less than 60 and probably 
more. The disease rages most violently around 
Breinigsville, Alburtis, aud Macungie, and the 
country districts lying beyond. 

The disease is spreading with frightful ra- 

idity. Henry Young, residing at Breinigs- 
ville, lost six children in a& week; Jonas Eck of 
Mertztown lost two; Daniel Newmeyer of 
Breinigsville, three; Dr. E. M. Mohr of Alburtis, 
two, and Dr, J. R. Diller of Emaus, two. Such 
isthe record in dozens of other families. In 
many others somé¢-of the children are still ill. 

What adds to the epidemic is the fact that the 
funerals are not private. There are no heaith 
authorities in the country distriets, and in ac- 
cordance with the country custom the entire 
neighborhood flocks to the funerals, where th 
bodies are exposed to public view. 

Level-headed men say that if this does not 
stop, the epidemic will be so widespread that it 
cannot be stopped.

“The responsibility rests between the officials 
of the Senate and those of the executive depart« 
ment. It wasin the hands of the clerks of the 
Exeoutive Department, signed or unsigned, 48 
hours beforeeither body adjourned, and not as 
Governor Beaver says after the upper branch 
had adjourned sin die. 

‘Had the Governor reconvened the Legislat- 
ure, and a majority of beth bodies had pub« 
licly signified their willingness to come back 
without pay and repass the bill, I would have 
conducted a noisy investigation (rom my 
place in the House and got to the bottom of the 
matter. For some reason the Governur did not 
call usgback but cenducted this star chamber 
investigation and so noiselessly that the public 
now hear of itin his own message for the fist 
time. The loss of the revenue bill was aloss of 
$1,000,000 te the State.” 





SHORT RONEYMOON AND A LAWSUIT.

Speculation regarding Mr. BLAINr’s 
chance of being at the head of President 
HARRISON’sS Cabinet continues at Indianap- 
olis and elsewhere. One fact has long been 
very plain, and that is that Gen. HARRISON 
is averse to having Mr. BLAINE in his Cab- 
inet. He knews just how much the pretense 
that he owed his nomination to BLAINE’s 
friends is worth. He is quite aware of their 
plots for his defeat at Chicago. Further- 
more, he is known to be a@ positive 
kind of man, with a conceit for not 
only being the real head of the Administra- 
tion, but of being acknowledged and re- 
garded as its head. He’knows Mr. BLAINE 
well enough to be aware of the difficulty of 
getting along with him without letting him 
“run things.” But just ascertain as Har- 
RISON’S aversion to having BLAINE at the 
head of the Cabinet is the determination of 
the Jatter and of his friends that heshall be 
there. If the Maine man did not intend 
to be the,Secretary of State, there would 
have been an end of all speculation on the 
subject long ago, but those nearest to him 
and most in his confidence have not failed 
to insist at every opportunity that he was 
entitled to the place and would get it. This 
steady insistence has been intended to make 
it difficult, if not politically impossible, for 
Gen. HARRISON to make any other choice, 
for fear of a breach in the support of his 
party. Thealternative presented to him is 
that of rejecting Mr. BLAINE’s pretensions 
and taking the risk of all the trouble heand 
his friends can make, or accepting him and 
taking the chance of the trouble he will 
make afterward for that would bring on 
the contest as to whether the President or 
the Secretary of State was to dominate the 
Administration. 








A pleasant study in American politics is 
offered by those members of the Legislat- 
ure of Minnesota who are now engaged in 
betting sums of $500 on the approaching 
election of a Senator from that State which 
is to be decided by their votes. It appears 
that a “* question arose as to the propriety 
of betting by a member who was to vote on 
the Senatorship,” but it does not seem to 
have been seriously regarded, since one 
yentlemafi announced that “ he had $6,000 
to bet on WasHBURN.”

The sudden fall of: the market value of 
the Electric Sugar Refining Company’s 
shares from $400 to $60 in England is ac- 
counted for by the investors’ recently- 
acquired belief that they have been duped. 
The company was formed, with a capital of 
$1,000,000, to refine sugar by a wonder- 
fully cheap electric process, said to have 
been discovered by a German chemist 
named FREUND. Although about $350,000. 
has been spent in the purchase of buildings 
and machinery, the shareholders do not 
appear to have gained a more inti- 
mate acquaintance with the process 
of manufacture than Mr. , KEELY. has 
permitted his stockholders to acquire con- 
cerning the secret force of his motor. Raw 
sugar has been carried into a room, the 
doors have been closed, and after a time 
refined sugar of very fine quality and sin- 
gular appearance has been brought out, the 
conditions apparently precluding fraud, 
FrEuND himself is dead, but the secret is 
said to be held by the surviving members 
If it is of any value it ought 
to be surrendered to the company that has 
invested so much money in making pro- 
vision for its use. The officers of the com- 
pany are now determined to find out 
whether or not they have been deceived, 
and all the facts will soon be known. 








. The “Statehood Convention” that has 
just been held at Ellensburg in Washing- 
ton Territory, not only asked for that Ter- 
ritery admission into the Union, but ad- 
mission under the name of Washington. 
This will hardly suit Representative 
SPRINGER, who has prepared a measure pro- 
hibiting Washington and New-Mexico Ter- 
ritories from selecting their present names 
as their future State appellations, and sug- 
gesting Tacoma and Montezuma as substi- 
tutes respectively, and also Winona and 
Dakota for North and South Dakota. Itis 
natural that the people of the far North- 
west should want to come in as the State of 
Washington; and, apart from fears that 
confusion might occasionally result from 
the national capital having the same name, 
probably few persons would object to their 
doing so. As for Dakota, itis an excellent 
name fora State, but for one only. The 
Carolinas give us all the Norths and Souths 
that we need, just as New-York, New- 
Hampshire, and New-Jersey give us all 
required examples of the adjective * new.” 
New-Mexico, to be sure, carries in its name 
a historical reference to its origin, but 
every-day use is a paramount consideration. 
One of the objections to Montezuma as a 
substitute might bethat it has both the 
same terminal letter and the same four 
initial letters as Montana. Still, this is true 
also of Mississippi and Missouri, and the 
abbreviations in their case are easily kept 
distinct. 





SHAMEFUL . PRISON ,, LEGISLATION. 

No intelligent citizen of this State can 
read the annual report of the Superintendent 
of Prisons without a sense of shame at the 
disgraceful manner in which the Legislature 
has dealt with the subject of prison labor. 
Just as the State-account system of employ- 
ment had been fairly established and was 
promising good results the Legislature first 
refused the appropriations necessary to 
carry it on and then displaced it with the 
infamous Yates act of last July, The Super- 
intendent says of this law that it ‘* over- 
threw the public-account system as well as 
every other system of productive labor. It 
intreduced idleness instead of industry, 
withdrew the convicts from the shops 
and put them into their cells.” 
Again he says of the effect: ‘* There 
has been a distinct and positive decline 
in the physical and moral condition of the 
convicts,” The unfortunate men are ‘‘ de- 
teriorating in mind, bedy, and moral 
stamina, The disciplinary and reformatery 
influences in the prisons are diminished.” 
Warden BrusH of Sing Sing says: ‘ Idle- 
ness in a prison is horrible to contemplate, 
especially to prison efficials who under- 
stand fully its consequences. The prison- 
ers soon become restless, unhappy and mis- 
erable. Time with them passes slowly, 
their bodies soon become unhealthy, and 
the mind must become diseased. In fact, 
nothing but disease, insanity, and death 
can be expected from this condition.” 

There is nothing in all this that -was not 
to be anticipated from the criminal and in- 
human conduct of the Legislature in deal- 
ing with this subject. Every intelligent 
person knew what the consequence must 
be, and it was distinctly pointed out when 
the detestable Yates bill was proposed. It 
prohibited the use of machinery in the 
prisons or the selling of the products of con- 
vict labor; and limited their work to the 
making of articles required in the public 
institutions of the State. This of necessity 
meant idleness for most of the prisoners. 
Most of the articles that could be furnished 
by the work of convicts to the other public 
institutions are produced by their own in- 
mates, and the labor provided for would 
not give employment to more than 150 of 
the 3,400 confined in the State prisons. The. 
inevitable result was idleness and the con- 
sequent destruction of wholesome discipline, 
the defeat of all reformatory efforts that 
might diminish crime, and the saddling 
upon the public treasury of nearly the 
whole cost of maintaining the prisons. 

And what was the motive of this dis- 
graceful wrecking of prison industries, 
this barbarous interference with prison 
discipline and reformatory purposes, this 
ruinous policy in the conduct of public in- 
stitutions? A few brainless labor agitators 
were besotted with the idea that produc-

men. This is sheer delusion, as has been 
shown over and over again. The compe- 
tition at most is trifling, and. could 


have no perceptible effect upon out- 
side labor. If preperly conducted, prison 
industries put at work a class otherwise un- 
productive or even destructive and burden- 
some and add to the net production of the 
working force of the State. This is a dis- 
tinct public advantage, and hurts no one 
more than an increase of population or the 


industry and thrift. The legislators knew 
that there was nothing in the competition 
delusion, but the pestilent agitators put 
them in fear of what some small fraction of 
the “labor vote” might do and transformed 
them into craven demagogues. They dis- 
regarded the opinions of intelligent people, 
the well-being of the prisoners and of 
society, and the interests of the State and 
its taxpayers, in a reckless competition for 
the few votes that politicians of either side 
feared might, be lost by offending the “‘lead- 
ers” of labor organizations. It was the low- 
est depth of subserviency to ignorance and 
recklessness ever touched by a body of pub- 
lic representatives. 


There is but one: way to redeem this 
record of wanton barbarity and shameless 
demagogism, and that is to reinstate with- 
out delay the productive industries of the 
prisons regardless of any: senseless clamor. 
Every taxpayer, every right-thinking citi- 
zen, every intelligent and honest working- 
man would applaud such a policy. This 
shameful episode in our legislation should 
be wiped out. The prisons can be made 
self-supporting, to the relief of overburdened 
taxpayers. The convicts can be ina meas- 
ure reformed and prepared for self-support, 
to the relief of society from the danger and 
cost of crime, and no harm will be done to 
any interest whatever. No such miserable 
scheme as that which Mr. YATES unblush- 
ingly proposes to bring forward at the pres- 
ent session should be tolerated. It would 
only continue the existing evils and com- 
plicate them with new ones. One such les- 
son as he has given us should suffice. 





THE DUTIES ON COPPER. 

When the Senate reached the paragraphs 
in the Allison Tariff bill relating to copper 
on the 18th ult. Mr. ALLISON asked that 
the consideration of them should be post- 
poned and remarked that the committee 
might desire to amend them. In the bill 
as reported the duty on ingot copper is 2 
‘cents a pound. 

_By the committee’s admission this duty 
is not needed forthe protection of copper 
mining companies in the United States. 
Mr. ALLISON himself said in the Senate on 
Oct. 8, when the bill was reported: 

“The duty does not affect the price of copper 
one way or the other in this country. ~ = * I 
say for present purposes or at this time it is 
not necessary that we should retain the duty on 
copper for the protestion of our ewn pro- 
ducers.” 

Why, then, did Mr.. ALLISON and his asso- 
ciates provide for a duty of 2 cents a pound 
in their bill? We have shown that of the 
duty on steel rails proposed by the commit- 
tee, $15 68 per ton, not more than $7 is re- 
quired for prohibitory protection, but the 
committee refused to reduce it to $13 44. 
In the case of rails, anything beyond $7 
will serve only to enable a combination of 
manufacturers to raise and maintain prices 
as they were raised and maintained in the 
year 1887. Thecopper mining companies 
of this country have entered a combination 
that dees not depend upon the tariff, and by 
means of that combination have raised the 
price of copper nearly 70 per cent. As Mr. 
ALLISON says, they do not need a duty. 
Why does the bill provide for one ? 

Mr. ALLISON remarked on Oct. 8, while 
speaking with respect to the copper rates, 
that the “‘conditions might change.” This 
was the only explanation of the commit- 
tee’s retention of a duty of 2 cents a pound 
upon the product which our copper mining 
companies have conspired with French 
speculators to control. The French syndi- 
cate has for two or three months been 
striving to readjust the ring contracts 
which these companies have made, but at 
last accounts it had not gained its point. 
It desires to extend the contracts for 
twelve years upon terms that will restrict 
production. One result of its operations is 
the accumulation of a “visible supply” of 
copper equal to two-fifths of the entire an- 
nual product. While it is probable that the 
contracts will be extended, it is just possi- 
ble that a failure to restrict production 
may seriously embarrass the conspirators. 
Was it this possibility that Mr. ALLISON 
had in mind when he said that “‘ conditions 
might change” ? . 

If the combination of French speculators 
and American mining companies should go 
to pieces, the mining companies would de- 
mand the retention of the present duty, not 
because it would be needed for protection, 
but because they could use it as an instru- 
ment for exacting high prices in the home 
market, They may have said: ‘‘ We don’t 
care for the duty so long as the Secretan 
ring remains unbroken, but if it should go 
to pieces we could fall back upon the duty 
for the maintenance of a ring of our own. 
Don’t reduce the duty until we know the 
result of pending negotiations.” Was this 
the argument by which the copper mining 
companies induced Mr. ALLISON and his as- 
sociates to put a duty of 2 cents a pound in

GERMAN COURT POLITIES. 

There is current a sprightly anecdote of 
an Italian officer who was detailed to meet 
the Emperor of Germany at the station of 
some Italian city during the recent tour of 
the young Kaiser. When the train drew up 
there debarked front it a large and impetu- 
ous German, who rudely brushed the wait- 
ing officer aside. When the latter expostu- 
lated the German observed, ‘“*I am Count 
HERBERT BIsMARCK.” The Italian saluted 
this august title, and added: ‘‘The excuse 
is insufficient; the explanation is ample.” _ 

This story bears marks of having been 
fabricated in Paris or London, rather 
than of being a recital of an actual 
occurrence, but the currency it has 
attained shows that, the fabricator kept 
probability in view. This is even more 
strongly shown by the publication of the 
correspondence between Count HERBERT 
and Sir RoBert MorieEr, the British Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg. The Cologne 
Gazeite had published the report of a Ger- 
man officer charging Sir RoBert, at that 
time the British Minister at Darmstadt, 
on the authority of Marshal BAZAINrF, 
with having betrayed to that officer, during 
the war of 1870, information concerning 
the German military movements which he 
had received from the Crown Prince of 
Germany. Sir Rospert applied to Marshal 
BAZAINE and received from him an explicit 
and emphatic denial that he ever told such 
astory. Meanwhile Sir RoBERT had heard 
that Count HERBERT BISMARCK had re- 
peated this story to several persons. To 
Count HERBERT, therefore, he appealed 
“asa gentleman and a man of honor” to 
cause a denial of the story to be inserted in 
the North German Gazette. In reply Count 
HERBERT describes this appeal as “aston- 
ishing” and declines ‘to step out of the 
limits imposed on him by his official posi- 
tion in regard to statements made by the 
German press.” 

Itis unfortunate that Sir RoBERT gave 
any pretext to his correspondent to cem- 
plain of the “tone” of his letter. The 
London News puts the case very mildly in 
saying that its language displayed ‘‘ rather 
more irritation than it is good for a diplo- 
matist to show.” Nevertheless Sir ROBERT’S 
indiscretion is laudable compared with 
Count HERBERT'S discretion. He was ap- 
pealed to not as the German Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, but as a man of 
honor and a gentleman, to contradict a 
calumnious story which he had circulated. 
In his reply he takes refuge in his “ official 
position” and neither denies that he circu- 
lated the story nor admits that the refuta- 
tion of it is complete. Evidently this is 
the ceurse of a man not at all sensitive as 
to his standing in the character in which 
the appeal had been made to him. 

Apparently the German Foreign : Secre- 
tary imagines that it is necessary for him 
only to imitate the brutality of his father 
in order to be as greata man. The German 
Chancellor has, perhaps, given as frequent 
and as conspicuous exhibitions of brutality 
as any living man. Heis quite capable of 
instigating anonymous attacks in the news- 
papers upon his personal or his public 
enemies. But his disclaimers of these, 
when he was called to account for them, 
have always been intentionally transpar- 
ent, and he has never evaded any personal 
responsibility for his performances. Even 
if some of them may fairly be described as 
swinish, none of them can be so described 
as sneaking, and this latter epithet seems 
to be the most fit to characterize the pres- 
ent attitude of his son and successor. 

It is unpleasant to have to add that the 
spirit displayed by the German Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs ‘seems to have 
animated the whole German governing 
class, including its present head, since the 
death of Emperor FREDERICK, and indeed 
since the death of Emperor WILLIAM. So 
bitter is the hatred of the present Emperor 
and his most trusted servants for modern 
political ideas that they treat the brief and 
shadowed interregnum between the reigns 
of two medixval martinets as if it had been 
the triumph of a rebeilion, an episede in 
the history of Germany to be ignored and 
forgotten. In fact, it would be forgotten 
sooner and regretted less if these attempts 
to ignore it were less violent and less con- 
spicuous. These efforts have been such as 
to bring disgrace upon the German nation 
and to do aninjury to the repute of Ger- 
many among foreign nations that victorious 
campaigns cannot retrieve. They have in- 
spired the young Emperor to assail the 
memory of his father and the reputation of 
his mother. For no man oan doubt that 
if the Emperor had-disapproved of the at- 
tempts to show that his father was too in- 
discreet to be trusted with secrets of State, 
and that his mother was a traitress to the 
cause of her husband’s country, these at- 
tempts would not have been made. No 
political results that could be achieved by 
these attacks could in any way make up for 
the sacrifice they involved of the primitive 
affections of human nature and the elemen- 
tary decencies of human life. Thespectacle 
that'is now afforded to mankind by the 
Court of Berlin might have been expected 
of the Court of St. Petersburg a century 
ago, but it is as anomalous as it is alarming 
when it is presented in the capital of the 
most powerful and in some fespects the 
most advanced of the nations of modern 


Europe. 
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THE SIOUX RESERVE. 

The distinguishing feature of the measure 
introduced into Congress at the present 
session for the sale ef a part of the Sioux 
reservation is that itis not conditioned en 
that consent of the Indians which was re- 
quired by the act passed at the previeus 
session. But the graded prices provided by 


1868 established as a ‘‘ perpetual home” for 
the Sioux most of Dakota Territory west of 
the Missouri. The Government pledged its 
word that no white man should be allowed 
to enter the reservation without the pre- 
vious consent of the Indians; and the 
Twelfth Article further declared that “no 
treaty for the cession of any portion or part 
of the reservation herein described which 
may be held in common shall be 
of any validity or force as against 





the said Indians unless executed and

signed by at least three-fourths of all the 
adult male Indians occupying or interested 
in the same.” This treaty was described by 
the Secretary of the Inferior, in his recent 
report, as being one which, “in all the cir- 
cumstances of its negotiation, as the final 
composition of bloody disturbances -of 
long continuance urged on ‘the part of 
the Government by citizens and offi- 
cers. of the army of the first rank 
and character, as well as by unusually 
solemn and particular expressions of en- 
gagement, is peculiarly stamped with the 
obligation of observance by the United 
States.” The pending act, nevertheless, ap- 
parently proposes to dispense with this 
obligation of observance, however solemn 
the Secretary may think it. 


ing of the treaty requirement, which the 
Sioux Reservation act of the last session 
inferentially acknowledged to be in full 
force, has been made the easier by previous 
acts of a similar sort. A few years after 
the treaty of 1868 was concluded, Govern- 
ment troops moving about on the reserva- 
tion discovered and reported indications of 
mineral wealth in the Black Hills country. 
The result was a headlong rush of white 
settlers to the region indicated, in spite of 
the prohibition of the Government, while 
the latter proceeded to ignore its obliga- 
‘tion to keep out the whites. However, in 
1876, the next best thing was done, name- 
ly, tomake an agreement with the Sioux 
by which the latter gave up the Black Hills 
country and other territory. It officially 
appears that even that agreement was car- 
ried into effect before the consent of three- 
fourths of the Indians, as required by the 
treaty of 1868, was procured. 

Now, still another reduction of the Sioux 
reservation is desired by the people of Da- 
kota and by the Government. The former 
wish more direct access to the Black Hills 
country and object to the existence of so 
large a tract, comprising, in fact, 22,000,- 
000 acres, practically established like a 
wall against free intercourse—though some 
rights of railroad transit across it have 
been accorded by the Indians. Congress 
has coincided with this view, because allot- 
ment in severalty, now the fixed Govern- 
ment policy, would allow much less land 
for the 23,000 Indians occupying the res- 
ervation. Accordingly it provided for the 
appointment of a commission which was 
empowered to buy 11,000,000 acres from 
the Indians, carefully observing the treaty 
requirement for obtaining the consent of 
three-fourths of all the adult males. As is 
well known, the commission failed to secure 
anything like this treaty proportion of 
signatures. At Crow Creek, to be sure, it 
got 120 out of 282, and at Lower Bruléeven 
244 out of 306; but at Standing Rock only 
22 signatures in all were obtained, and at 
Cheyenne River, Rosebud, and Pine Ridge 
Agencies there was no prospect of doing bet- 
ter. Accordingly the negotiations were re- 
moved to Washington, whither Indian dele- 
gates were summoned; but there a dead-lock 
was soon reached, principally because the 
Indians fixed a price on their lands so far in 
excess of what Congress had authorized 
that it seemed useless to go on. 

The present measure, which is considered 
by some experts to allow a liberal price, 
does not introduce the three-fourths stipu- 
lation, since the commission reported that 
it did not believe it could secure that pro- 
portion of signatures even with a much 
increased compensation. Itevidently thinks 
that the influence of chiefs among the In- 
dians is still more potent than that of 
political ‘* bosses” among white men. The 
problem presented is no doubt a difficult 
one. Alike for the Sioux and the settlers 
it is much better that half the reservation 
should be sold and the proceeds well in- 
vested for the Indians. Itis fair to suppose 
that if the chiefs do have that: controlling 
power over votes which the commission 
reports, giving the price which they de- 
manded in October would effect the sale. 
But that price is thought to be exorbitant 
and burdensome to the settlers who may 
repurchase of the Government. It is rather 
doubtful whether Congress will come to a 
satisfactory conclusion on this matter at 
the present session. 











Troy is now in the midst of a centennial 
celebration which began on Wednesday 
evening with a festival of song, and which, 
after a great variety 6f exercises, will wind 
up to-night. The event commemorated by 
this prolonged jubilation is net the settle- 
ment of the place, for that goes further 
back, but the change of its name to the 
classical one under which its success and 
renown have been achieved. It was on the 
5th of January, 1789, that the little settle- 
ment altered its name from Vanderheyden’s 
Ferry to Troy; and considering. the gain 
even in brevity alone, with the century’s 
saving of time, ink, and breath resulting, a 
three days’ rejoicing over it hardly seems 
excessive now. The musical societies, the 
clergy, the school teachers and school chil- 
dren, the legal fraternity, and the munici- 
pal authorities have successively taken up

Itis not to be wondered at, then, that the firat 

rformanes in America of Wagner's “Vas 

heingoia” drew to the Metropolitan Opera 
House last evening an andience that tilted the 
house, It would be unjust to the memory of the 
greatest genius that ovér revealed itself through 
music as well a8 to the management of the 
Opera House and the conscientious singers en- 
gaged in the work to sum up the meritaof lasp 
evening’s production in the brief time at one’s 
disposal after the performance. Extended com- 
ment must, therefore, be deferred, but it may 
be said that the representatiun embodied 
many noble features and made a deep 
impression on the audience. In respect of stage 
apparel it can at once de set down as the most 
satisfactory achievement of the Metropolitan. 
The scenery, costumes, and effects were ail de- 
signed and executed with great art and caused 
adwirable results. Among the performers the 
one who was, on the whole, the most worthy of 
praise was Herr Beck. His performance of 
Alberich, while not striking in its histrionio as- 
pect, was a fineexample of Wagnerian deciama- 
tory singing. Hus delivery ot the famous curse 
of the ring was notably excellent ur ite dis- 
tinctness and dramatic force. The achieve- 
ments of the other singing actors must be re- 
served for consideration at a later date. 

The stage manager, Herr Habelmann, de- 
serves congratulation and commendation for 
the smoothness of this first perfurmance, and 
Herr Seidl merits high praise for his discharge 
of his arduous duties. The music drama will 
be repeated at the matinée to-day. As a matter 
of record it may be noted that the cast was dis- 
tributed as follows: Wotan, Herr Fischer;

Herr 
Junkermann was ettusively greeted whenever 
he appeared, was repeatedly made the object of 
laughter and applause, and was recalled many 
times. The supporting company was in the 
Main quite good. Herr Lube as Moses made 
quite a hit as the soeft-hearted old Hebrew 
meney lender.

“No American actor has been given the re- 
ception in England that Henry Irving has had 
in this country. Barrett played there to empty 
houses, Dixey fell flat, and poor little Lotta, 
one of the cleverest women on the stage, was 
hissed. These things rouse in me what you 
might cail a vindictive spirit, and I would say, 
‘Keep them out,’ but you can see, on the ether 
hand. that that is all wrong. We eannot builda 
Chinese wall around our country, and wouldn’t 
if we could. We do need, however, 40 cultivate 
a spirit of ioyalty to home talent.”

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‘TOO MUCH POLITICS IN 
‘REASONS WHY THR CAPITOL 
JS UNFINISHED. 

WHY POLITICAL LEADERS ,VISIT GEN. 
MARRISON—THE GOVERNOR WANTS 
WILLIS §. PAINE’S PLACE. 

ALBANY, Jan. 4.—The im provements that haye 
Dboer made in the Capitol building since lads 
Snmmer have led many members of the present 
Legisiature to encourage the hope that arrange- 
ments might be made to finish the job within 
three years, and thus remove a bone of conten- 
tion from politfos. As it stands to-day, the 
Capitol is an eyesore, not omly to the State 
ofticers who spend their days there, but to the 
residents of Albany, who have to endure Its mis- 
shapen and neglected arpearance, and to the 
people of the State cenerally. 

There is no dowbt in the mind of any respect- 
able citizen who has the welfare of the State 
sincerely at heart that it is time the building 
was finished. Twenty years bave passed since 
ground was first broken for the new Capitol. 
In that time $18.500,000 have been spent on it, 
At the closest estimates $2,500,000 more will 
be required to finish it, making its total cost 
221,000,000. In these days of labor agitation, 
when the cost of labor and material is more 
likely to increase than to decrease, economy 
would dietate that the best way to finish the 
Capitol is to finish it! The greater the delay 
the greater the cost and the heavior the burden 
upon taxpayers. The question of politics must 
always be considered, however, in such an un- 
dertaking. 

Under the present apportionment of the State 
the Legislature can always be counted upon 
as Republican. Gov. Hill has just begun 4 
new term. Politics 1s his only stujy, his 
tifa: It is doubtful whether in his entire 
eareer he ever performed an act, public or 
private, without first considering: its polit- 
ical effect. It is safe te say that there is not 
ou the statute books one measure that he has 
signed to which, in some way or another, he has 
net given a political twist. 

Whatever patronage cemes from such & job as 
the Capitol the Governor demands the bulk of! 
Why? Becauee he signs the bill. On the other 
hand, the leading Republican legislators, men 
whese influence is indispensadle in pushing 
legislation through both houses, demand a dis- 
proportionate sbare of the patronage because 
they passed the bill! While the legislative and 
executive branches of the Government are 
quarreling over the question ef patronuge, the 
rights of the peeple, who elset these gentiemen. 
to offiee, are suffering and the Capitol is left un- 
finished. 

There are a few legislators who insist that 
work shall be prosecuted until the building 
is finished. Foremost among them is Sena- 
tor George B. Sioan of Oswego, Chairman 
of the Committee of Finance. In speak- 
ing to THE ‘TIMEs’S correspondent on the 
present condition of the Capitol, Senator 
Bioan said: ‘This building as it stands is no 
credit{te the State. It ought to be finished,and if 
my plan is followed it will be completea within 
three years. Time and experience have proved 
that under an Executive of one politieal party 
and a Legislature of the opposite party no un- 
derstanding ean be reached witho it a bargain, 
and every one is aware thata political bargain 
is always at the expense of the people’s inier- 
ests. Now, I propose to introduce a bill which 
will appropriate the sum of $800,000 a year 
for three years. The work is to be let out 
by contract, under @ proper commission. 
Architeets and contractors, aftermaking proper 
estimates, say that this building can be finished 
in three years’ time at a eost ef $2,400,000. The 
longer we delay its completion the mere it will 
cost usin the end. Experience has shown us 
the impraeticability of carrying on the werk 
under a commission alone. Discord, extrava- 
ganee, and corruptien have been charged from 
the day it was formed to the day it waa dis- 
solved. If our executive and legislative offi- 
vers could only bury partisan feeling and push 
the work forward in the interest of the State it 
would be better for us all.” 

When it isgremembered that the new Capitol 
at Indianapolis, one of the handsomest and 
most imposing buildings in the country, in 
architectural beauty second only to the Capitel 
at Washington, was begun 10 years after the 
Capitol at Albany, and has been finished seven 
years, and at a cost of less than $3,000,000, the 
need of building our State House becomes all 
the more apparent, if any comparisen is con- 
templated between the methods of Indiana and 
New-York.

Ina two months Gen. Harrison will be inau- 
gurated. Less than 60 days now remain for 
him to make up his Cabinet. It is folly to think 


that by this time he has not desided upon the 
leading members. 

Ose of the best-informed politicians. in the 
Btate sald to your correspondent this evening: 
“ The visits of these great Republican leaders at 
this time to Gen. Harrison means nothing so 
faras Cabinet positions go. Of course Gen. 
Harrison invites them, but itis only for effect, 
customary, and, so far as the selection of any 
one Cabinet otficer is concerned, ixsigniticaut. 
It has been the custom of every President-elect 
trom time out of mind to eonfer with the lead- 
ers of his party before he selected his Cabinet. 
It has beex mere a matter of policy and of court- 
esy than political significance. Of course Mr. 
Blaine will go to Indianapolis and talk over the 
Cabinet with Gen. Harrison, and so will every 
political leader in the country. But, while [ 
believe Mr. Blaine is slated for the State Depart- 
ment, it does mot follow that his visit means 
that the thing will be decided beeause Mr. 
Blaine calls upon Mr. Harrison. Mr, Allison, 
Mr. Sherman, Mr. Hiscoek, Mr. Platt, Gen. Ai- 
ger, Gen. Hawley, Don Cameron, and every 
other Republican who can control.a vote in the 
Senate or a quarter of a million in cash will re- 
pair to Indianapolis between now and the ist 
of March. The Cabinet making began with Levi 
P. Morton’s visit. Gen. Harrison selected the 
Vice-President-elect ont of courtesy, and for 
the reason thaton such a subject the next ofli- 
eer in the Government shouid be bis first offi- 
vial caller. Senator Quay was the next, and 
the procession is now moving rngnt alone. 
New-York will have a place in the Cabinet, but 
uot the place its leadera expect. I believe John 
Sberman or Senator Allison will succeed Mr. 
Fairchild. New-York will succeed to the Post 
Otfice or Navy Department. The other posi- 
tions will be divided between the Northwest, the 
South, the Pacific slope, and Indiana.” 


Tt is not generally known that Gov. Hill has 
demanded the resignation of Willis 8. Paine, 
Superintendent of the Bank Department. Mr. 


Paine is a Tammany man and was appointed to 
office by Mr. Cleveland in April, 1883, to suc- 
ceed A. Barton Hepburn of St. Lawrence Coun- 
ty. Mr. Paine’s term expired three years ago. 
It is understood that he will refuse tocomply 
with the Governor’s demand and hela on to his 
post. He has made aa efficient officer and is so 
much interested in the department that he de- 
clined the post of Solicitor of the Treasury, 
which President Cleveland ‘tendered him a 
couple of years ago. Mr. Paine married Miss 
Tilden, the niece of Samuel J. Tilden. The 
Governer incurred many political obligations 
during the recent canvass, and as he has but 
three available executive offices in his gift this 
year, namely, the Banking Department, office 
of Superintendent of Publie Works, and Super- 
intendent of Insuranee, the demand for Mr. 
Paine’s resignation can be easily understeod.

OBITUARY. 


J. O. HALLIWELL-PHILLIPS, F. B. 8. 


The death of Mr, Halli well-Phillipe was 
announced in THE TIMES'S cablé dispatches 
yesterday. Owing te the change in his name, 
by which James Orchard Halliwell pécame 
J..0O. Halliwell-Phillips, a change which 
is. said to have been a condition to the 
acceptance of a fortune bequeathed to him,,. 
two distinct epochs appear in his ife. 
Born in Chelsea, London, in 1820, of well-te-do 
parents, he showed early a bent for antiquarian: 
ism and philology. Without any disposition for 
original work of the creative kind, he was pos- 
sessed of great industry, aff used his powers 
and independent meana on works useful te the 
seholar and the student of English literature. 
Some of his publications appealed to se narrow 
a circlé of roaders that very amall editions were: 
printed, the coat of books dear to the bibliephile 
being to some extent offset by the value they 
attained owing to their rarity. 

There are three clasees of people with whom the 
name Haliiwell bas been for the dast forty years 
one to conjurs by—students of English, because 
of the sterling value of his “Dictionary of 
Archaic and Provincial Words,” now about to be 
superseded by the New Dictionary fevnded on 
the Philologieal Society's materials, (third 
edition in 1855;) students of English life, 
manners, and customs in the fourteenth, fif- 
teenth, and sixteenth centuries, and the great 
army of Shakespeareans. 

The last have reaped the greatest benefit 
frem Mr. Halliwell-Phillips’s labors, for since 
1843, when he publish an aecount of the 
only known wmanuscript of Shakespeare’s 
plays, and 1851, when he edited “A Neat 
Boke about Shakespeare,” down to his 
most recent researches in the garrets of old 
houses of Stratferd-on-Avon, he has been true 
to his passion. It is hardly necessary to say 
that Mr. Ignatius Donneily’s revival of Delia 
Bacen’s theory as to Shakespeare found this 
veteran among the most earnest scofiers. Of 
late years Mr. Haliiwell-Phillips has made pub- 
lic complaints against the town authorities of 
Btratford-on-Aven, whom he thought obstruct 
ive and malicious while he was endeavoring to 
tind yet more material about the great dram- 
aist’s family, friends, and enemies. 

The folio edition of Shakespeare will remain 
the largest record of this antiquary in the 
very long list of his publications, It was iasued 
by subscription, was to have been iu 20 vol- 
umes, and ¢ost $210. In 1855, when five had 
been issued, the price was advanced to $315, 
but as it was promised that only 150 copies 
sheuld be printed, the subseribers were, doubt- 
less, Willing enough. In addition to a great 
mass of books on Shakespeare this prolific. ed- 
itor and author produced catalogués of manu- 
scripts im various libraries such as scholars 
treasure, books like ‘‘Morte Arthur from the Lin- 
coln Manuscripts” * Twe Essays on Numerical 
Calculation,” ‘yCollectign ef Pieees in the Dia- 
lect of Zummerzet,”’ (1843;) ‘Early His- 
tory ot Freemasonry England,” 
(1844;) “Grosteste’s Castle of Love,” quar- 
to; ‘Illustrations of the History of Prives,” 
“Jokes of the Oambridge Coffee Houses in 
the Seventeenth Century,” ‘*‘The Voiage and 
Travaiile”’ ef Sir John Mandeville, ‘‘The Con- 
nexion of Wales with the Early Science of Eng- 
land,” ‘‘The Harrewing of Hell,” (1840,) and 
“ Popular Raymes and Nursery Tales,” (1849.) 

In consequence of Mr. dalliwell’s devotion to 
themes dear to antiquaries and his taste for 

ublisning beoks that require learning and 
eisure to edit, whenever book collectors see his 
DAMe OR & title page they are apt to covet the 
voiums. He engaged in severe polemics 
with other historians and antiquaries, and 
after securing the famous New Place at Strat- 
ford-on-Avou for the town eorporation, quar- 
reled with and berated that civic bedy; but few 
scholars are unbeholden to him for faets gath- 
ered, and not only the town of Shakespeare but 
all the world must give him honor for his inde- 
fatigable zeal, continued loug after he had 
passed his sixtieth year. Other men, having 
passed 30 or 40 years werking and ae 
and having received long past middle agea 
large tortune, weuld be apt to rest and leave 
the field to younger aspiraats. But Mr. Halli- 
well-Philiips, bke Ruskin and Browning, kept 
on producing long beyond the ordinary term of 
eet produetiveness for the great majority 
of men.

JUDGE: HENRY E. PARDEE. 

’ Ex-Judge Henry E. Pardee, a leading 
lawyer in tho city of New-Haven, Conn., died 
suddenly of heart disease in that city yesterday, 
aged 57 years.

He beeame a member of the Common Ceuncil 
in June, 1861, serving im that capacity until 
June, 1863, After that he filled the offices of 
Prosecuting Grand Juror of the Town, Clerk of 
the City Court, City Attorney, and Judge of the 
County Court of Common Pleas, which was the 
last position he held. 

He was a classmate of Chauncey M. Depew, 
Sidney Edwaras Morse, be Gey Swayne, Theron 
Brown, and Prof. Paekard of this city, and Judge 
Magruder of Illinois. 

About three years ago he was married te Miss 
Fannie E. Bassett, daughter of Dr. M. B. Bas- 
sett of Birmingham, Conn. He went to Europe 
last Summer in search of health, acoompanied by 
his wife, and sailing on the same ship with his 
oid classmate, Chauncey M. Depew. After vis- 
iting the principal cities of Europe he returned 
in September last. 

Judge Pardee hada host of intimate friends 
and acquaintances, who will be pained greatly 
to hear of his sudden and untimely death.

RALEIGH, N. O., Jan. 4.—The people of Golds- 
borough, in Wayne County, are in a state of ex- 
citement abeut the. action of the railroad 
officials competing for the traffic of negroes 
geing South to work in the turpentine forests of 
South Carolina and Georgia. These. negroes 
have at various times been employed to go South 
from the eastern sectien of this State to labor 
in turpentine forests, and they come heme ever 
Christmas to spend the holidays. Goldsboroug 
is their ‘‘jumping-off piace,” and there they 
spend mest of their time and money. 

For the past two weeks Goldsborough has been 
literally swarming with them, and they will re- 
turn South ina few days. There is lively com- 
petition between Richmond and Danville and 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railreads to transport 
them. 

To-day several speakers were empleyed by 
competing lines to argue the advantages of the 
respective lines, and large audiences of negroes 
listened to their haraagues in the streets. The 
negroes took sides on the issue, and competi- 
tien ran so high that policemen haa to quell 
the disturbance. The city authorities issued 
— prohibiting further solicitation by rail- 
roads.

He is sick and tired of advice, and desires, above 
all things, to be'let alone. ; 

With Senator Hisoock’s visit he has obtained 
all the knowledge he cares for upon sappoint- 
ments to his Cabinet, and candidatés will only 
injure their chances by inundating him with 
letters and petitions. There are seven Cabinet 
places and there will be eight when the Dill 
creating a Secretary of Agrieulture shall 
have become a _ iaw. For ‘these more 
than 40 candidates have been pressed in 
every conceivable way and from every section 
of the country. Some of the candidates’ names 


Gen. Harrison never heard before they were 
brought to his attention. He could not cor 
rectly repeat them now if he were to try. 

Geh. Harrison is disgusted and says 60, yet he 
had even more visitors than usual te-day. One 
set, at any rate, was agreeable, the members of 
os American Opera Company, who aang in his 

onor. 

His most distinguished visiter was Joseph 
Medill of the Chicago 4:ibune, who went to the 
train accompanied by his daughter Josephine. 
Gen. Harrison received him kindly, and it is 
understood that the veteran editor said all he 
could to make his peace. He succeeded well 
enough to be invited to luneh, and he refused” 
with great cheerfulness afser his return to the 
hotel to say anything about his cali. With Mr. 
and Miss Medill at lunch at Gen. Harrison’s was 
Col. Jo™n W. Foster, once ef Indiava, but now 
of Washington, who under a Republican Admin- 
istration represented the United States in Rus- 
sia, Spain, and Mexico, There are still a few 
eountries left, and Col. Foster, who modestly 
speaks of himself as a trained diplomat, wishes 

en. Harrison tosend him te one of them, as 
he is certain that his diplomatic services will 
be valuable to this eountry during the next 
four years. 

Col. Foster has perhaps some little excuse to 
offer for ne Geb. Harrison for office be- 
fore he decemes President, but the next appli- 
vant who made more noise than any man in 
town to-day has absolutely none. His name is 
Paul Vandervoort, opee Commander or the 
Grand Army of the Republic, who was dis- 
missed from the Postal Service by Judge 
Gresham when he was  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral for gross insubordination and neglect 
of his duties. Since then he has spent most of 
his time in denouncing Judge Gresham, and he 
claims most of the credit, such as it is, of 
defeating him. He called upon Gen. Har- 
rison to-day and demanded the important 
and responsible position of  Superintend- 
ent of the United States Railway Mail 
Service. He says that he is backed by the 
Grand Army organization and that Gen. Har- 
rison will have to giveittohim. He also ad- 
dressed Gen. Harrison on the necessity of pass- 
ing @ general pension law. 

John M. Thurston ef Omaha, the temporary 
Chairman of the Chicago Convention, came on 
the saue train as Vandervoort, but he did not 
stop at eg ate going on to New-York to 
meet Charles Fran®&is Adams, the President of 
the Union Pacifie Railroad, whose counsel Mr. 
Thurston is. He is one of the 40 or more 
aspirants for the Cabinet, and Vandervoort is 
his prophet. He says that Mr. Thurston is the 
greatest politician in Nebraska and can get any- 
thing he wants of its people. 

Judging from‘Gen. Harrison’s receptien, the 
most agreeable visitora to his home to-day 
were ex-Judge Vassar and ex-Judge Simrall of 
Mississippi. Both are life-long residents of the 
State. Judge Simrall was Chief-Justice of the 
Supreme Ceurt soon after the war, when Alcorn 
was Governor, and Judge Vassar was State 
Treasurer. Their ideas abeut the proper 
Southern pelicy of the Administration are simi- 
lar to those held by the business men of Bir- 
tingham, Ala, whocalied upon Ger. Harrison a 
few weeks ago. They told Gen. Harrison that 
while they were ardent Republicans, they 
wanted him to distinctly understand that they 
would aceept no offises themselves, but they 
hoped that he would appoint respectable people 
—no more carpet baggers and scalawags. They 
suggested that in small places it would bea 
good plan to make women Postmasters, since 
the moral effect would be great. Gen. Harrison 
conferred with Judge Vassar and Judge Simrall 
for haif an hour. They departed greatly pleased 
with the success of their mission. They believe 
that Gen. Harrison intends to carry out their 
ideas. 

Another of the Dakota boomers teok up Gen. 
Harrison’s time to-day. He was Harrison Allen 
of Fargo. He wants North and South Dakota 
made States without delay by those names, He. 
is against the Springer act, but desires an extra 
session of Congress to pass a law previding that 
as s00n as they may organize as States the Pres- 
dent shall have power to admit them by procla- 
mation. 

Blaine stock, which was away up yesterday, 
is clear dewn to-night, in consequence of the 
reception of trustworthy dispatches that he is 
not coming to Indianapolis. There 1s certainly 
something quéer about the business. Gen. Low 
Wallace, about the only man here who is a 
friend of both Blaine and Harrison, said, last 
evening, that he knew that Blaine was coming, 

and Gen. Wallace appeared confident that 
the Cabinet question was to be settled in his 
faver. Mr. Blaine was imterviewed in 
Washington, and said that he was coming 
here. New the programme is changed, and it is 
given out, sewl-officially, here to-night, that 
Gen. Harrison has not invited him to come. 
One of the gentlemen with whom Gen. Harrison 
talked to-day, a gentleman who bas held high 
office under a Republican Administratien, told 
THE TIMEs’S correspondent this evening that he 
positively knew that Mr. Blaine would not be 
Secretary ef State.i 

‘““Whe will it be; then 1” was asked. 

“What de you say to Senator Edmunds ?” 

*“ Would he take it?” 

“That, perhaps, has not been aettied, but 
Gen. Harrison and Senator Eimunds have been 
in correspoudeneeé upon the subject. Gen. Har- 
rison has a high regard fer Senator Edmunds, 
and he would like to have him Seeretary of 
State. If Senator Edmunds is asked he will not 
deny that he and Gen. Harrison have had. corre- 
spondence about his becoming a member of the 
Cabinet. He has already refased two nomina- 
tions to the beneh of the United States Supreme 
Court, and he can remain in the Senate all his 
life if ke choose.” 

Gen. Harrison could do nothing more galling 
to Mr. Blaine than te put Senator Edmunds 
into his Cabinet. Edmunds despises Blaine, 
and in 1884 he refused to speak for him, and in 
the only speech he made during the campaign, 
at Burlington, Vt., he did not mention nis name 
nor in any way allude to his eandidacy. It is 
even doubted in Vermont that he voted for him. 

’Gen. Harrison and his son Russell were at 
the New Denison this evening, returning Mr.

END OF THE BAGGING TRUST. 


TIME WAS UP AND THE COMBINATION 
BROKE TO PIECES. 

St. Lovurs, Jan. 4.—Since Jan. 1 cotton baz- 
ging has declined more than 1 cént, and the fall- 
ing off has attracted general attention among 
buyers of this market. It was rumored that 
trouble in the combination had started the mem- 
bers of the trust to cutting, and that a heavy 
reaction from the high prices might be expect- 
ed. The meaning of the deeline is that the com- 
bination is broken, and the facteries are now at 


liberty to run or remain closed, just as they 
please. 

A prominent member of the combination was 
asked what brought thetrust to anend. He 
said: *‘The combination ended Jan. 1, because 
that was the time fixed for it to expire when it 
was organized. When we cornered bagging we 
made an agreement which only bound us to- 
gether until the first of the year.’ 

‘Is there apy chance for reorganizing the 
com binatien ?” : 

“I don’t know that thereis. They ought to 
do something, for if they don’t the prices will 
go mighty Jow. There are large stocks in the 
eountry still, though the mills have not been 
running for sometime. If the market is al- 
lowed to take care of itselfit wili steadily de- 
cline until prices get down so low that we won't 
be able to do business.” 

“ Are any of the mills running now?” 

“Five out of 24’or 25 are now running. All 
the otbers and all the St. Leuis mille are shat 
down. We made money out of the combination, 
but we didu’t make se much. There was too 
much bagging held outside, There was a good 
deal more outside than we thought there 
was. However, we made something, while on 
the other hand if the combination had not been 
formed every mill in the country would have 
lost money.” : 

“ De you still expect to be taken te Memphis 
for trial?” 

‘‘No. Gov. Tayler refused to grant requiai- 
tions on the ground that there was no evidence 
that we were fugitives from justice, and that 
ended the matter.”

THE RICH MEN'S TARIFF 


A FURIHBR EHXPOSITION OF 
REPUBLICAN METHODS. 
THE SENATE BILL SHOWN TO BE AGAINST? 

THE WORKING CLASSES AND IN 
FAVOR ONLY OF MANUFACTURERS, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The Senate Finance 
Committee has concluded that there is room for 
imprevement in that partof the Tariff bill 
which fixes the duties upon stoohings, hose, 
half hose, gloves, shirts, drawers, and other 
knitted goods, and so Mr. Allison asked to-day 
to have those paragraphs passed over for the 
present. He announced that “tne committee 
was eonsidering the stocking question, and 


would propose some changes in the rates now in 


the bill. For this reason Mr. Vance withdrew 
the proposal to reduce the rates made 
by him yesterday, and the Senate began 
the day’s work with the paragraph relat- 
ing to cotton damask, ready-made clething, and 
wearing apparel of every description, including 
hemmed handkerchiefs. Mr. McPherson called 
attention te the fact that the paragraph put a 
duty ef 40 per cent. ad valorem on suck articles 
as shirts, for the making of which mannfactur- 
ers paid 75 cents adozen. This duty was all 
for the manefacturers, and not for the sewing 
women. Yet the bill was declared to be framed 
fer the benefit of the working classes. The 
Manufacturer and only the manufacturer re- 
ceived any benefit from any scheduie in the bill. 
Mr. MePhersoa proposed no amendment, how- 
ever. 

The next paragraph imposed a duty of 45 
cents a pound and 15 per cent. ad valorem on 
Hamburg edgings, embroideries, insertings, and 
Egyptian and Oriental Jaces. Mr. Vest ob- 
served that cotton neek rutiings and rachings 
were put under the flax, hemp, and jute schedule 
at 50 per cent. ad valurem and he woved te put 
them into the pending paragraph. He did so, 
ne said, because he didn’t want neck ruitlings 
and rucehings te pay more duty than cotton edg- 
ings, insertings, &c. Mr. Aldrich deolared that 
the amendment would increase the duty. After 
disputing this, Mr. Vest withdrew his amend- 
ment until he could examine the matter further. 
Mr. Vance then proposed to make the duty on 
Hamburg edgings, &c., 40 per cent. ad valorem 
instead of 45 cents a pound and 15 per cent. 
ad valorem. These articles, he said, were not 
made in this ceuntry aod evould not be, except 
ut the expense of taxing the whole country. 

Mr. Aldrich told the Senate that the ratein the 
bill was recommened by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Faironild, who theught the law could not 
be well carried out if itcalled for an ad valorem 
duty only. Mr. Vance declined to be bound 
by any recommendation of the Seeretary of the 
Treasury when it looked toward robbing the 
people by increasing taxation. 

Mr, Hawiey ana Mr. Vance had a lively dis- 
yee over the attitude of the Kepublicans and 

emocrats on the question offree trade, during 
whieh Mr. Hawley tried in vain to make Mr. 
Vance admit that the Democrats were free 
traders pure and simple. The North Carolina 
Senator spoke earnestly of the Republican hos- 
tility to every foreigner wh» Dad any- 
thine to sell, while every foreign labor- 
er who- came to take bread out 
of the mouths of American laburers was 
welcomed with open arms. One-half the 
workmen in Eastern milis he added, were not 
even naturalized citizens. Mr. Vance trankly 
admitted that he liked the Engilsh system of 
taxation, and raised a laugh by rewarking that 
God Himself forbade the Republiean system 
from the top of Mount Sinai when He deolared: 
“Thou shalt net steal.” ‘hat the Democratic 
Party was in favor of free trade hardly needed 
denial, he thought, and then he talked about 
the Chinese wali preposals of the Republicans, 
whowere constantly urging the imposition of 
prehibitory duties on foreign manufactures, 
In the last eampaign the Democrats steod upon 
the Mills bill, and the man who could make free 
trade out of that measure would be entitled to 
&@ patent on his incenuity. 

Mr. Reagan also protested against the at- 
tempts to put the Democrats in the attitude of 
free traders simply because they opposed pre- 
tection for protection’s sake and wanted a tariff 
for revenue enly. 

Mr. Dawes, Mr. Gray, and Mr. McPherson 
also got mixed up in the devate, and in reply to 
the Massachusetts Senator, Mr. Vanee deelared 
that the thing he liked about the English sys- 
tem was that all the duties paid bv the English 
people went into the Government Treasury, the 
duties were honest taxcs, and there was no 
chance fer stealing. 

The debate drifted into the relative merits of 
ad valorem and specific rates of duties, and 
Messrs. Dawes and Morrill denounced the ad 
valorem method. Mr. MuPherson made a peint 
on the administrative features of the pending 
bill, which he believed would prevent under- 
valuation and would aijso serve to inerease the 
protection mauufacturers desired at least 20 
per cent. within two years, taking into consid- 
eration the steady decrease in the cost of pro- 
duction. Mr. Dawes talked about the necessity 
of the English manufacturer producing his 
goods at the lowest pessible cost and paying 
the lowest possible wages. Mr. Coke contended 
that England to-day paid higher wages for 
labor than any other country except’ the 
United States, and Mr. Dawes admitted it, but 
insisted that every country which gave up free 
trade for protection at once began paying high- 
er wages. He would not admit, however, that 
Mr. Coke was right 1n saying that English wages 
had inereased under free trade. The two Sena-. 
tors oross-questiened each other to their mutual 
satisfaction uutil finally Mr. Morgan remarked 
that Senators might better discuss the practical 
effects of the Senate bill than to argue about 
theories, and then begun an earnest tariff speech. 

The Alabama Senator replied to the Republic- 
an assertions that Democrats were free traders 
by comparing the free lists in the pending and 
past tariff legislation, and showing by thateom- 
| rage that there were as many Republican as 

emocratic free traders ip the country. The 
Senate was amused as Mr. Morgan went on to 
arraign Mr. Allison and Mr. Aldrich as free 
traders, and to convict them out of the tariff 
bill they had framed. The bill itself he fre- 

uently! referred to as a free-trade measure, to 
the great grief of the Republicans; and the lat- 
ter were ne better pleased when he added that 
it was a free-trade bill whenever the manufact- 
urers thought they could be benefited 
by free trade. Mr. Ajidrich, Mr. Hoar, 
and other Republicans tried to break the 
ferce of Mr. Morgan’s remarks by interrupting 
with questions designed to lead him into the 
discussion ef various theories, but the Senator 

ersisted in showing that the free list of the 

‘nance Committee’s bill was devised whoily in 
the interestuf manufacturers witheut a particle 
of regard to the great mass of eonsumers. Al- 
bumen, asbestus, ashes, beeswax, bones, ehar- 
coal, eggs, feathers, fresh fish, if not frozen or 
packed in ice; human hair, hides, bones, and 
whetstones, and numerous other articles were 
proved to have been put upen the free list only 
for the benefit of the manufacturers, who were 
aleo given high duties on everything manufact- 
ured eut of such materials. Mr. Morgan referred 
to the Kepublican denunciations of ad valerem 
duties and called attention to the great number 
ot auch duties scattered all through the Dill, 
and in each ease tor the special advantage of 
the t manufacturers. He contended that 


‘frauds en the revenue would be just as great 


usder the specifie as under the ad valorem sys- 
tem. He was notin favor, he said, of a very 
large free list, but he was in favor of low taxa- 
tion. A smalifree list and low taxes he be- 
lieved to be the best for all the industries and 
interests of the country. He was utterly op- 
posed to the Republican scheme of taxing one 
man to enrich another. He wanteda tax sys- 
tem that would bear just as lightly as possible 
upon all the people ef the country. 

At the close ef Mr. Morgan's speech Mr. 
Wilson of Maryland read « long address upon 
the eotton industries ef the country and the 
cotton schedule of the Tariff bill. It waslate in 
the day when Mr. Wilson finished, and after the 
Republicans had voted down the Vance amend- 
ment, which had served as the foundation for 
the whole day’s discussion, the Tariff bill was 
laid aside. It will be taken up again to-morrew, 
for the usual recess from Friday to Monday will 
not be taken until the pending measure is dis- 
posed of.

Troubles seem to thicken about the heads of 
the Republican Senaters who are in oharge of 
the Finance Committee’s substitute for the 


Mills tariff bill, and it is safe to say that Messrs. 
Aldrich and Allison will be heartily glad when 
the final vote on that remarkable measure has 
been taken. The beautiful apirit of eperey | 
which hovered so constantly over the tart 
eaucuses and cold tea parties of last Summer 
appears to be gradually losing its influence over 
the Senators as the time for a real decisien 
upon Tariff probiems approaches, and there is 
more wrangling in the Kepublican camp than 
the majority cares to have made known. 

Out of this wrangling some pretty im- 
portant changes in the Tariff bill are likely to 
grow, and some of these will undoubtedly ap- 
pear in the lumber sections. The Nebraska 
Senators do not like the high duties fixed on 
certain kinds of lumber, espeeially sawed pine, 
which the Finance Committee put under a dut 
of $2 per thousand feet, board measure, wit 
additional heavy duties when planed, tongued, - 
or grooved. Messrs. Manderson and Paddock 
have told the committee that $2 a thousand feet 
is too much fer sawed lumber, ana it is under- 
stood that their dewand for a lower rate is 
backed up by the Kansas and Iowa Senators, 
including Mr. Allison, who thus finas himself at 
odds with his fellow-author of the bill, Mr. 
Aldrich. On the other hand, the Michigan 
Senators are fighting tooth and nail against 
any change in the lumber rates uniess im 
the way of inereased duties, and they are said 
to have the sympathy of the Maine, New-Hamp- 
shire, New-York, and Wisconsin Senators. 
What the result of this squabble will be nobody 
sevoms to know, tor both the low-tax and the 
high-tax Senators say they will win. The West- 
ern men would like to see the duty cut down to 
$1 25, and say they are sure it will be reduced 
te $1 50. They are credited with a willingness 
to have added te the lumber paragraph the pro- 
viso of the Milis bill, that in case any ex- 
port duty is Jaid upon lumber by any foreien 
pare hed OB mer Canada—lumber imported 
from that.country shall be suoject to a higker 
duty. The consent to this proviso is supposed 
to have made the New-York and other Eastern 
Senators more réady to listen to the plea of 
those who want low lumber duties.

A VERY SICK MAN LEAVES NEWPORT. 


FOR 8ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Jan. 4.—The steamer Provi- 
dence of the Fall River Line left here to-night 
with a very sick man on board, Isaac 
Bell, ex-Minister to the Netherlands. Two 
bridal apartments, which were connected, were 
engaged for the sufferer. who was also accom- 
panied by his wife, (the enly sister of James 
Gordon Bennett,) and by his two brothers, and 
also by Dr. Francis F. Rankin of this city, who 
has been attending him for the past six mont he. 

When the steamer reaches New- York te mor- 
row morning & small steamer will be in readi- 
ness to take Mr. Bell to the foot of Fifty-ninth- 
street, where an ambulance will be found to 
transport him to St. Luke's Hospital. 

It was decided by Dr. Polk of New-York, who 
was called herein eonsultation yesterday, that 
a change of acene and air was imperative, and he 
recommended that Mr. Bell be taken to the hos- 

itul mentioned, where he could at shert notice 

ave the best medical skill of the metropolis. 

Mr, Bell beeame seriously depressed about his 
condition, and he ceuld not see why he did not 
recover from the terrible ‘‘slow’” or typhoid fe- 
ver to wnivh he has been a victim. Dr. Rankin, 
who 18 hopeful, coincided with the views ad- 
the distinguished New-York physi- 
cian, and he, too, says that the change must re- 
sult in good. 

Mr. Bell has been ill with what Dr. Rankin 
says was a “slow” fever ever since the last 
week in October. Asthe fever ieft him, other 
serious complaints, including trouble of the 
kidneys and bleod poisoning, were developed. 
Blood poisoning was caused by the weak con- 
dition of his blood, and several abscesses made 
their appearance. Two abscesses appeared 
and these have materially weakened thoefsuffer- 
er, who, however, is confident he will pull 
through in time. He fully realizes that he is a 
very sick man. 


At St. Luke’s Hospital the one large private 
room which is vacant on the Fifth-avenue side 
was put in readiness last evening*for the recep- 
tion of Mr. Bell today. The hospital ambu- 
lance will be made as comfortable as possiblefor

EACH OF THEM POSSESSED A MARRIAGE 
CERTIFICATE.

ACOORDING TO SUPERINTENDENT LA- 

THROP THERE IS LITTLE TO SAY IN 
FAVOR OF THE. PRESENT LAW. 
* The annual repert of Gen. Austin Lathrop, 
Superintendent of State Prisons, for the year 
1888 contains much interesting matter. He 
announces with regret “that the prisons have 
distinetly and positively receded in condition 
and in their tendency during tho last year.” He 
attributes this cendition te the failure of the 
Legislature to appropriate sufiicient money to 
maintain in the prisons the State-account sys- 
tem, which under the statute was the only sya- 
tem permitted. 
The year opened favorably. The majority of 
prisoners were at work, their products found a 


sale in remote markets, and 1t was evident the } 
| the highest vote on the Democratic Electoral 


taxpayers were not to be burdened by a deficit 
in the prisons’ account. 

At the opening of the Legislature a bill was 
introduced appropriating $1,000,000 for con- 
ducting the industries upon the system estab- 
lished. No action was taken on it. On Feb. 3 
1,500 men became idle for lack of money to 
conduct work. The Superintendent, in a special 
communication to the Legislature, pointed out 
the danger of delay, the threatened disorgani- 
gation of industries, the pecuniary loss to the 
State, and the deterioration and degradation of 
the convicts, On Feb. 4 the Legislature appro- 


priated $250,000. On March. 8 the Superin- 
tendent informed the Legislature that the funds 
would be exhausted in a week. hen $500, 
more was appropriated. 

At the special session in July a bill was passed 
whieh everthrew the publie-account system, 
and, as the Superintendent a “every other 
system of productive labor. It in troducea idle- 
ness instead of industry, withdrew the convicts 
from the shops and put them into their cells, 
This bill,which carried with it an appropriation 
of $250,000, limited manufacturing in State 
prisors of only such articles as are needed and 
used in the public institutions of the State.” 

In his report on this subject the Superiutend- 
ent says: 

“The change in methods and the change in resulta, 
88 compared with former years in the prisons, 
is the direct effect of the legislation enacted during 
1888. ‘The change in the law was the compelling 
force which has wrought a great deoline in the 
material and moral conditions which have existed 
in the State prisons. The firet is shown in the def- 
icit; the second is shown in the reports of the 
Wardens and other officers. The number of con- 
victs in prisons increased 112. The whole number 
is larger by 532, or 18% per cent, than the mini- 
mum Dumber during the last six years.” 

The prisons, he says, heve ceased to be self- 
supporting. The deficit, $153,924, is the largess 
since 1877, when it was $317,411. From 1881 
to 1885 the prisons showed a surplus ranging 
from $564 35 to $10,657 79.

“The distinct aud pesitive decline in the phye- 
ical and inoral condition of the convicts,” says 
Gen. Lathrop, “cannot be tabulated in figures. 
The unfortunate men are deteriorating in mind, 
body, and moral stamina. The condition which 
we confrent can be briefly presented as follows: 


“By anit legislation in the firatjhaif of 1888 the 
industries of the prisons were twice suspended, 
materially crippled, and the income from them was: 
lessened. 

By vhe final act of legislation in July, 1888, in- 
dustries in the prisons are substantially terminat- 
ed, without the prospect of resumption under ex- 
isting laws; there are 2,660 men in the State pris- 
ons, capable of working and who want te work, who 
are now idle. 

“There was a deficit in the prison aecounts of al- 
most $154,000 last year. During three-fourths of 
the year the industries ef Sing Sing Prison were in 
fairly active operation. In Clinton and Auburn 
Prisons active industries were carried on during a 
part of the year. While Sing Sing shows a surpius 
of $6,350 #9 for the year, the deficit therein for the 

ast two months, under the new law, Was; 
$28,536 44. Underthis law the deficiency for the 
current year in the three prisons will be, in round 
numbers, $400.000."’ ' ‘ 

The present law is prohibitery and mandato- 
ry. Under its provisions but few men ean be 
given employment speeified in it. lt has par- 
alyzed industry im the prisons. It prohibits all 
labor in manufacturing except te make the 
articles te supply certain. State institutions 
when they shall require them. There are ob- 
— limitations tothe amount of such sup- 
plies. 

Even:in the asylum for insane criminals labor 
has been introduced with the happiest effeete. 

The report shows that there are 8,383 con- 
vVicts im institutions supported in whole or in 

art by the State and 9,225 convicts in nal 

nstitations, The Wardens of the aifferent 

State prisons are unanimous in their judgment 
of the necessity for the bedy aud mind of the 
convict to keep him at work. 

Warden Brush of Sing Sing says: 

“Nothing but disease, insanity, and death can be 
expected from this condition. Idleness in prison 
means: First, a crime «a the part of the State 
against the prisoners the:nselves; second, a wrong 
to the taxpayer; third, a wrong to the property 
owner. ‘Chere are discharged from this prison about 
8v0 men annually. When we had productive labor 
nearly every man discharged was physically and 
mentally able to ge out and earn a as for himeelf 
and eee y a He had for capital, upon his discharge, 
habits of industry, well-developed and trained mus- 
cle, und a trade, but under the system of idleness he 
has absolutely no capital, no imascile, no havite of 
industry, no trade; and he must of necessity prey 
upon the property owners fora bare subsistence, 
and he at once becomes a dangerous element in so- 
clety.”’ 


Continuing his report, the Superintendent 
ays: 


‘There is another aspect of this question which is 
also most important. Shall the penal institutions of 
the State be reformatories or nurserics of crim- 
inais? No prison manager hopes for success in 
making better men of the convicts under his 
charge unless he can teach them to work ard em- 
ploy them steadily. In the penal institutions of 
this State the majority of the inmates are below 
middle age: they have prospects in life if they get in 
the right way. Hundreds of these men are released 
from prison every year. In what condition shall 
— be turned out? So they will seek honest ways 
and work industriously, or so they will ad 

te 





pared to commit new crimes and be recommit 
prison! It may be either. The State may hft 
these men (or a great many of them) up, or it may 
crowd them dewn. It cests nothing to save them; 
it costs a good deal to spoil them. 

“It should be understeod that the Superintendent 
is not coinmitted to the public account iy egy te or 
any other particular system of labor, but he firmly 
believes that the convicts should net be kept in 
idleness, but employed at some hard labor to be reg- 
ulated by statyte. The present law cannot but be 
regarded as temporary, ap # seems to be wholly in- 
sufficient to meet the nesds of the State. The Super- 
intendent truste the Legislature will promptly pass 
seme comprehensive law providing a proper and 

RONAS, syetem for the employment of prison 
labor.’ 


The Superintendent retommends the enlarge- 
ment of Sing Sing. There the evening school 
Was continued every evening during the year 
with increased geod resul The night sehools 
at Aubarn proved beneficial to the inmates. 
The lhbrary at Sing Siug is in good condition, 
bat the libraries at Auburn and Clinton need 
replenishing. In closing he refers to the plan 
of the exeeution of criminals by electricity in 
these words: 


“The bill yee pa last Winter providing for the 
execution of criminais senteneed to death for of- 
fenses committed after Jan. 1. 1889, by electricity, 
and that such executions shall be within prison 
wails, is defective so as to be inoperative until an 
austonr mien is made to carry its provisions into 
ettect. The pian of having such executions jn a 
poe may be regarded as of doubtful expediency. 

ens of the prisons are now fitted by construction 
to afford the isolation and seclusion which ought to 
attend executions within a prison. theso are not 
secured there will be prevalent aisquiet and sup- 
pressed excitement in the pees populatien when- 
ever an execution is expected to ur that could 
not fail to havea very bad effect upon the imprisoned 
men. If the plan should be adhered te, there should 
be reasonable and fitting provision made for the 
utmostseclusion and secrecy of the execution as 
Yespects the prison populatien.”

BLIND MAN BURNED TO DEATH. 


_.A SUCCESSFUL PEDDLER IN SPITE OF 
HIS INFIRMITY. 

Walter S. Woodbury, a well-known blind 
peddler, was burned to death yesterday morning 
in his room on the top floor of the four-story 
lodging house at 40 City Hall-place. He retired 
at about 1:30 o’cloezk, and soen afterward a 
strong odor of smoke awoke the occupant of the 
adjoining apartment, who arose and, going into 

“the hallway, saw smoke issuing from cracks in 
Woodbury’s door. He aroused the proprietor, 
and they tried to force the dooropen. They 


succeeded in opening it only about-a foot, as 
the blind man had moved his bed against it. 

The proprieter searched for the evcupant, but 
could not find him. An alarm was turned in 
and the flames were soon extinguished. -A 
thorough search was then made, and Woodbury 
- was, found under the bed, almost suffocated, 
and suffering from severe burns on his back, 
chest, and arms. He was taken in an ambulance 
to the Chambers-Street Hoapital, where his 
wounds were dressed, and then he was. sent to 
Bellevue, where he died during the afternoon. 

Woodbury was avery intelligent blind man, 
and made his way without diffloulty throughous 
this oity, Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark, Ho- 
boken, Long Island City, and other places with- 
out any assistance excépting an old cane. He 
peddled brushes, coat springs, and other ar- 
ticles, and had many customers. He had an 
abhorrence of beggars, and weuld not aceept as- 
sistance frem anybody. He always had woney, 
and kept his accounts strictly. | 

A few days after he went to his last lodging 
house the proprietor removed bis lamp and 
looking glass, thinking a blind man had no use 


down stairs in a rage and reported that the 
articles were gone. He said he had not been 
able to make his toilet properly, and insisted 
thatif the articies were not replaced at once he 
would vacate the premises and never return. 
sho f were put back, and the blind man went 
back to his room, 

straighter, parted his hair in exacily the rigot 
place, and went out again to attend to business. 





FERRY GRIEVANCES UNFORGOTTEN.

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WILL UNITE ON THE BILL 

LXOISKE REVISERS AGREE 10 
A OOMPROMISE POLIOY. 

NO DISSENTING REPORTS TO BE MADE 
AND DISPUTED POINTS LEFT FOR 
THE LEGISLATURE’S DECISION. 

After two unsuccessful attempts to hold 

a meeting the commission appointed to revise 

the excise laws met yesterday morning im the 

Law Library. This was for the convenience of 

the Law Committee, which has not yet com- 

pleted its work, and whieh caused the postpene- 
ment of the meetings that were to have been 
held on Wednesday and Thursday of this week. 
The Law Committee urged as an excuse for 
the delay in making its report thatthe work 
ot revising the drafted bill was of mueh 
greater magnitude than they hdd supposed it 
would be. They had been hard at work and 
hoped to finish their work by this evening. 
Those of the Comwissioners not on the Law 

Coumittee seemed somewhat disappointed at 

this, for they had congregated in the Bible House, 

the regular meeting place of the commission, 


and from there had to go the Law Library, only 
to find that there was practically nothing fer 
them todo, Still, the whole board being pres- 
ent and appurently eager for a discussion, 1t 
Was proposed*that some business be done. 
spirit of dissension clearly prevailed in the 
commission, for there were mutterings of all 
kinds of objections to the dillas it had been 
drafted. 

Chairman Rollins tried to quell the rising 
storm by proposing that the commission agree 
to accept and recommend the bili as. a whole to 
the Legislature, although in some details it 
might not meet the assent of certain of the in- 
dividual Commissioners. He thought this tar 
better than presenting the bill with a series of 
dissents. : 

Mr. O’Brien said he approved the billasa 
whole, but could not conscientieusly agree to 
one or two things it contained, He thougat the 
commission had aceomplished much goed and 
that it had prepared a far better bill than he 
thought was possible. Still, he could not sub- 
seribe to a minimum license fee of $300, when 
he thought that at the outside $100 was a prop- 
er minimum. 

Dr. Crosby expressed deep regret at the posi- 
tion taken by Mr. O’Brien. He himself had 
sacrificed his personal.vonvictions in order to 
reach @ compromise. In thespirit of agreement 
and in the hope of accemplishing something he 
had yielded ground and he understood that ail 
the Commissioners bad individually done the 
game thing. Therefore, if Mr. O’Brien were go- 
ing to make exceptions, the doctor would have 
te do the same thing. 

Mr. Stern had an objection to discarding all 
notice of the Civil Damage act.' Ho felt that it 
was the duty of the commission to take up that 
inatter and make some disposition of it. 

* Mr. Smartand Dr. Crosby did not want the 
Civil Damage act considered in the bill, because 
they though. it had no place there. 

Matters now began to loek very squally, and 
the solmmission was apparently on the verge of 
a disagreement that would spuil the fruit of its 
six months of labor. 

Mr. Rollins pleaded for harmony and said 


his position and sign the bill as it stood, Other- 
wise Mr. Rollins would have to dissent to many 
things in the bill, and the final result would be 
that every member ef the commission would 
make an individual report to the Legislature. 

Mr. Thomann said that if every one was going 
to object, he would have to do so too. He 
hoped, however, that the gentlemen weuld 
agree to sign the bill as a whole, with the un- 
derstanding that it was a compromise measure. 
He therefore offered the rollowing resolution 
as @ key to the situation: g 

‘Concerning many easential features of the bill 
there existed such a divergence of vpinion among 
the Commissioners, individually, that without con- 
cessions made by each of the latter a final agree- 
meatcould not have been reached. Thus, while 
the bill, as a whole, has received the approval and 
sanction of the eutire commission, there are many 
details in regard to which the individual members 
hold different opinions, which they, however, readi- 
ly sacrificed in order to reconcile conflicting views 
and to make possible the formulation of a report. 
Hence it will be seen that the billis virtually a eom- 

romise measure, so faras the Commissioners in- 
Rividually are concerned, and whose united sup- 
port is pledged to this billon the resumption and 
condition that the latter will not be changed in any 
essential feature by the Legislature.” 

Before voting on this Mr. Kruse wanted to go 
through the bill. : 

Mr. Rollins suggested that only the heads of 
the sections be read, inasmucb as the Commis- 
sioners knew their coutents, 

While Mr. Kruse was making up his mind on 
this point Mr. Stern recurred to his pet point of 
having the Civil Damage act eonsidered. He 
said the respectable people in the liquor busi- 
ness were being constantly tlackmailed by irre- 
sponsible people and disreputable lawyers, and 
it was therefore the duty of the coummiesien to 
take up the matter. 

Mr. Rollins propesed as a cempromise be- 
tween Mr. Stern on one side and Dr. Crosby and 
Messrs. Kruse and Smart onthe other that it 
be recommended in the report of the scommis- 
sion that the Civil Damage act be so amended 
as to necessitate the serving of a notice in writ- 
ing on a liquor dealer not to sell liquor to a per- 
son before a suit could be begun against such 
dealer under the Civil Damage act. 

Mr. Stern relustantly conceded to this propo- 
sition because he preferred to have the mat- 
ter embodied in tbe bill. With tha excep- 
tion of Mr. Kruse all the Commissioners as- 
sented to this compromise. : 

Mr. Kruse then madea motion to the effect 
that one-fifth of the licemse fees be paid into the 
County Treasury, one-fifth into the State Treas- 
ury, and three-fifths imto the local treasury, 
with the exception of New-York City, where 
one-fifth should be paid into the State treasury 
and four-fifths into the local treasury; or, that 
all license fees shall de paid into the looal Treas- 
ury, and that an additional tax be levied, one- 
half of which should be paid into the County 
Treasury and one-kalf into the State Treasury. 
He held that the present disposition of the 
license fees was unfair to places net selling 
liquor, inasmuch as such places were taxed to 
support the penal institutions of county and 
State, whieh were largely filled by liguor-selling 
localities. 

The motion was not seconded. 

Mr. Thomann suggested that as the Law Com- 
mittee had mot completed its work there was 
netuing further for the commission to do until 
it could see the revised draft ef tne bill, and en 
motion of Dr. Crosby the commissien adjourned 
until Monday at 10:30 A. M. at the Bible House. 





PREPARING TO DISBAND, 

The order disbanding the Eleventh Regi- 
ment was received by Col. A. P. Stewart yester- 
day, and preparations to obey it were at once 
begun. As last evening was the regular ** head- 
quarters night,” the officers all assembled at 
the armory and the situation was informaliy 
talked over. Naturally there is much dissatis- 
faction over the termination of the regiment's 
existence. but itis kept out of sight by the of- 
ficers as mueh as possible, and they are deter- 
wined that there shall be no open fault-finding 
over the aetion of thelr superiors among the 
men. 

The regiment will, according to the present 
programme, assemble fur the last time Jan. 14, 
when tho State and city property will be turned 
over to the proper authorities, arms be stacked, 
and the men march out as private citizens. 
Those desiring to enter other regiments wiil not 
bo onliged to enlist for the entire five years, 
but the time they had served in the Eleventh 
will be subtracted. All will get honorable dis- 
obarges, ‘ 

Although the regiment is making prepara- 
tions to disband, certain wealthy and influential 
Germans hope to be able to procure a rescind- 
ing of the order ana amother year of grace for 
it. With this movement the officers can have 
nothing to do except to hope for its success. 
Those who are active in the matter think that it 
the whole histery of the internal dissensions of 
the regiment are laid before Goy. Hill he may 
fall into line with their views. They are in- 
clined to lay the whole trouble at the door of 
ex-Mauior Jones. ; 

A special meeting of the officers will be held 
Monday night. 





TO HAVE A NWEW OLUBHOUSE. 
Members of the Germania Club of Brogk- 
lyn are happy in the prospect of a new home. 
Their headquarters at present are at Atlantic 
and Clinton streets, but arrangements are prac- 
tically made for a new eighty-thousand-dollar 


elubhouse within the year, on the north side of 
Schermerhorn-street, between Smith-strees and 
Boerum-place. 

Architect Freeman’s plans have been accepted, 
and they represent a building Romanesque in 
style, 60 by 100 feet. The first stery and base- 
ment, See two large bays, a circular 

‘tower, abd an imposing entrance leading 
through an arehway fourteen feet in width, 
are censtructed of stone of a 
rich color, while above brick will be 
used, enriched with terra cotta. In the front of 
the second story are to be three fine arched 
windows, 12 feet wide and 25 feet high. “Above 
this is to be a colonnade of windows divided by 
clustered columns, carrying a Byzantine orna- 
mental cornice, while the whole is to be sur- 
mounted by a steep-pitched roof covered with 
Spanish tile. The interior arrangewents will be 
aiter the most improved designs. The dining 
rooms will be so constructed that they can be 
merged with a seating capacity for 600 persons. 
The room will be 19 feet in the clear. There 
will be a miniature theatre on the top floor, 
with an oetagonal ceiling 39 feet high, a hor se- 
shoe gallery capable of holding 250 Eyens. 
stage, green room, dressing rooms, &co. The 
billiard room, bowling alley, aud other club ad- 
juncta will of course be.made to meet all re- 
quirements, /

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DID MR. FRATUS DIE OF POISONING 
AND 1S HIS WIFE GUILTY ? 
NoRwIcH, Conn., Jan. 4.—Three weeks ago 
Mrs. Manuel Fratus, a petite, rather good-look- 
ing woman, who dwelt with her family in a 
large and pleasant house at Ann and Pearl 
streets, in the west side of this city, eloped with 
Brotherton Barten,a student in the Norwich 
Free Academy, and since thenu.no news has been 
had of them. Before departing the woman ob- 
tained her husband’s bank money, abott $400, 
from a New-Londen bank, and he was left sick 
in bed with no ready money, but with two littie 

ehildren to support. . 
Mrs. Fratus is about 26 years old, her scholar- 
ly lover 19, and her husband was about 33. 


The latter died early this morning. The cir- 
cumstances of hig death have caused much ex- 
citement, and there is no end of speculative 
talk on the west side to-night. 

Three months age Mr. Fratus, who was a me- 
chanio in the gun factory of Amos E. Cobb, was 
one of the most healthy men in town. Then his 
health suddenly failed, his stomach would re- 
tain neither food ner medicine, he became weak 
and emaciated, and his cemplexiun was yellow 
and ghastly. Drs. Cassidy, Harriman, and Pad- 
dock attended him in turn and treated him for 
various ailments, and all but one eonfessed 
finally that they knew not what was his aisease. 
The devtors who have been named saw the body 
this morning, but express no public opinion, 
though one is reported to have said that the 
man’s symptoms were those of poisoning. 

Many stories are heard of incidents in Mr, 
Fratus’s illness. One is that a neighbor, a 
woman, called on the patient while he was de- 
lerious and offered him a bewl of beef tea and 
the siek man wildly exclaimed: ‘‘ Take it away; 
I will not take anything from you; you are try- 
ing to poison me.” Then the bow) was handed te 
Joe Pfeifer, foreman of the Neptune Hose Com- 
pany, & warm friend of Fratus, aud the woman 
retired. ; 

“Allright,” said the patient, ‘‘I’ll take the 
tea from you, Joe, for [ can trust you.” The in- 
cident is sited to show that the man believea 
that he was the victim of poisening. 

Mrs. Fratus became acquainted with young 
Barton a few years ago at the ali-nicht sessions 
ofthe Salvation Army, and last Winter they 
were constantly on the hillside together coast- 
ing at night. 

Young Barton’s father is foreman in an iron 
founury here and his home is in the neighber- 
hood of the Fratuses. 





MR. WINOCHESTER’S DEATH. 

The stuffy little court room in the Coro- 
ners’ office was crowded yesterday afternoon 
when the final session of the inquest in the case 
of Thomas D. Winehester was begun before 
Coroner Levy. House Surgeon Dunn of the 
Ninety-ninth-Street Hoespital acknewledged 
that his assistants had exceeded their authority 
in beginning the autopsy within five hours after 
Mr. Winchester’s death and before the arrival 
of the Coroner, although it is the general cous- 
tom in all hospitals te begin autopsies as soon 
as the Coroner is notified, so that he may be 
saved as much time as possible. He also said 
that he sheuld have known tke rules of the 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction and 
have notitidd Bellevue Hospital te send a 
messenger to the address of one of Mr. Wiznches- 
ter’s relatives or friends, , 

The jury found that Mr. Winchester came to 
his death from natural causes, as defined in 
Deputy Coroner O’Meagher’s' autopsy, and 
found that Dr. Dunn was guilty of sxross care- 
lessmess in not notifying Mr. Winchester's 
friends and relatives of his condition and 
whereabouts when there were a@ number of pa- 
pers on his persen giving all neceseary facts, 
andin permitting the autopsy to be held so 
short @ time after death and before the arrival 
of the Coroner. 





MULES GETTING TO: BE STYLISH. 

New-Yorkers are adopting the Southern 
fashion in a modified way of using finely-bred 
mules as a substitute for horses for drawing 
Pphaetons and smaller vehicles in the Park. 
Recently there have been noticed in the Park 
several of these teams, all harnessed elaborate- 
ly and so spirited that they require experienced 


drivers to handle them. In the South finely- 
bred mules are valued much higher than the 
&Verage herse and are thought much more ef 
because of theirendurance, gentleness, and sure- 
footedness. In the mountainous country of 
Tennessee and Georgia mules are a necessity 
and the people wake the most of it by regarding 
them as fashionable. Asthe animals get to be 
very much attached to their owners, several 
Southerners who are

PRESIDENT LEWIS NAMES RAIS TERMS. 

The Executive Board of District Assem- 
ble No. 75, horse car employes of Brooklyn, 
had a leng conference yesterday with President 
Lewis, of the Brooklyn City.

Mr. Lewis said that he weuld have copies of 
the document, whose contents wers bot made 
public yesterday, posted in all the stables of 
the company between 6 and 7 o’olock this 
morning so that ail the men coaid read 
his terms when they go to work.

NEw-BRUNSWIOK, N. J., Jan. 4.—Perth Amboy 
is as dark as Egypt every night, and no way 
has been found of securing lights for the streets 
of the city for seme time to come. The city 
authorities entered into a contract some menths 
age to light the place after the first of the new 


year, when the eontract with the gaslight 
company ceased. The electric light company 
had not then completéd its plant, and work was 
pasnee forward earnest to have the works 

wilt and the wires laid by the required time. 
Tne workmen had been delayed, however, and 
they could not finisn their laberin time. The 
city then attempted to renew a contract with 
the gas company for the lighting of the streets, 
but the officers of that company were mad, and 
they ignored all overtures and refused to have 
anything to do- with the lighting of the city 
streets, hoping thus to.force the oity into a 
long-term contract. 

Their plan thus far has net succeeded, and so, 
as the electric light eompany can’t light the 
streets and the gas company won’t, the city 
suifera. The electric light men are hastening 
to complete their plant and begin the lighting 
of the town.

RAMS IN NAVAL WARFARE. 
COMMANDER HARRINGTON’S LECTURES 
ON THE FUTURE FLEET. 

ANNAPOLIS, Jan. 4.—Commander P. F. Har- 
rington, Commandant ef Naval Cadets, deliv- 
ered to-night before the Naval Institute here the 
fifth lecture of the series upon ‘‘The Ram as a 
Naval Weapon.” In aformor lecture the use of 
the ram as oppesed to the gun vessel had been 
discussed. Now, the lecturer said, it was naces- 


sary alsu before entering upen the probable. 


composition of the fleet to form some estimate 
of the part and influence of the torpedo, 

“Ina fleet actiun,”’ said the lecturer, “the 
sphere of the torpedo must be at times limited, 
and the opportunity of the ram will be pro- 
pertionately decreased. In night attacks, as in 
fog or smeke, the ram has a very great superi- 
ority over the gun and over the torpedoes of a 
gun vessel.. 

“The mancuvres of arath would avoid pre- 
senting the broadside to a hostileship; but, if 
it becomes necessary, @ temporary decrease of 
speei*while passing would be of little conse- 
quence, and certainly fleet vessels could employ 
a full net protection while so exposed. One 
feature of all torpedoes has an important bear- 
ing upon the ram question; the difiiculty of 
having them ready for instant diseharye at the 
critical moinent when vessels are approaching 
or passing at high relativespeed. Firing by the 
judgment from a vessel in motion at another 
vessel under full speed is wanting in accuracy 
and probability of success. Chance is a big 
element in such warfare. 

**Rawming bas brought about many changes 
in fleet tactics, but it may be asserted reasonua- 
bly that the presence of the torpedo will not 
modify materially the formations and manwu- 
vres of Vessels, each of whieh carries her own 
numerous torpedoes and, for defense against 
boats, the net and quick firing guns. The 
presentations of a fleet as against the ram in- 
clude all that can be done by way of formation 
as against the torpedo. Hydraulic propulsion 
lias never driven any vessel at a high rate of 
speed. Whenever a gunboat shall be built capa- 
bie of moving at speed greater than that of the 
fleet ship, astern as well as ahead, there may be 
an argument for its presence in the fleet. Such 
& Vesse! might be heavily armored on the bow 
only, and it would always present that armor 
to the enemy whether advancing or retreating, 
choosing its distance, and offering a small tar- 
get which, from the nature of such a construc- 
tion, would be sharply inclined. The turbine 
gunboat ram would be an element of weakness 
rather than of strength in the fleet, and its 
presence appears to compromise that unity, 
flexibility, aud mobility in the boavier battle 
line which Commander Campbell regards of 
morei mportance than numerical strength. 

“In @ letter written in April, 1887, Admiral 
Ammen estimates that seven or eight of his 
rams could be built for the cost of a single 
armed battle ship, say $4,000,000. He argues 
that, as coast defenders, a half dozensuch vessels 
would be invaluable, especially if attended 
by an auxiliary force of torpedo boats. He con- 
siders that at night, in fog, or in bad weather 
no hestile fleet would care to approach a coast 
known to be defended by such rams. He asks 
the question, which we repeat, though without 
intending te discuss it, Would an officer 
in. command of a fleet of battle ships 
prefer to meet another fleet similar- 
ly compesed, or a fleet of  turtie- 
back rams? If the coast is to be defendea by 
armored vessels Dearing heavy Ddatteries, in 
how many years can the defense be completed ? 
What will be the cost of an effective defense by 
that system? In the} absence of a continueus 
and intelligent purpose, a policy which will out- 
last the official life of a single Secretary of the 
Navy, some of Ammen’s rams, built within a 
year or two for a few millions of dollars, would 
not be an altogether valueless acquisition. 

“ We need tighting vessels above all others— 
first, the fleet or battleships, and equally, the 
auxiliary armored torpedo rams. ‘hese are, 
 cbhae poder essential to coast defense. The gun- 

oat and the pretected cruiser (er frigate) can- 
not replace them nor perform theirfighting du- 
ties as against a hostile battleship. The cruiser 
cannot contend with the battieship and, like the 
frigate of ol'i, must either runorbe captured. 
Our new cruisers are certainly powerful vessels, 
valuable for mamy purposes, but they contrib- 
ute very little toward the naval force necessary 
to prevent a hostile fleet traversing our coast. 

**The conelusions to which we are drawn by 
these consideratiens of the offices of vessels in 
war, the progress of naval coustruction, and 
current naval opinion upon the adaptability of 
vessels of various types to war purposes may 
be briefly summarized as follows: 

“1. The torpede boat will be confined to opera- 
tions in the immediate vicinity of harbors. and 
their usefulness will be limited, if not destroyed, 
by @ moderate sea or swell. 

**2. Whenever two or more snips are associat- 
ed the prineipal battle order will be rormed by 
the heavier vessels of great offensive,and de- 
fensive qualities. 

“*3. The tactics of the principal battle line 
will assimilate the leng-recognized principles 
ef fleet tactics, but moditied by the presence of 
the ram ard the torpedo. The unity and mutu- 
al support of this line will in general forbid the 
attempts of individual ships to employ the ram 
and limit them to the gun as the chief weapon. 

“4, An auxiliary force will be associated with 
the principal battle line. From all the vessels 
of a naval force, smalier than the battleships 
and not otherwise suitable for a place in the 
battle tine, those will be selected for auxiliaries 
which upon comparison are judged to possess 
the greatest speed and handiness, combined 
with the greatest protection to machinery and 
stability. These are the terpedo rama, to be 
mancuvred by s separate tactics. They will be 
with, but not of, the line of battle.” 





HE GOT DAMAGES. 

Michael Condon of Verplanck’s Point, 
Westchester County, brought suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court at White Plains yesterday against 
Edward McEneny, Overseer of Highways; 


Heary Tate, Justiee of the Peace; Charles Orne, 
acenstabie, and Alfrea Lawrence, a Deputy Sher- 
iff of Westenester County, for $2,000 damages 
for false imprisonment. Condon, who is » poor 
workingman on the Point, was assessed $1 asa 
road tax. He refused to pay it, and the Over- 
seer of Highways made'tcomplaint against him 
to the Justice of the Peace, whe issued a war- 
rant for Condon’s arrest; the constable arrested 
tim and took him to Tarrytown, where the 
Deputy Sheriff took him in charge and conveyed 
him to the ceunty jailat White Plains, where 
he was placed in acell and kept there abeut 
three-quarters ef an hour. At the expiration 
of that time he concluded to pay the $1 tax, 
and upon doing so was discharged from cus- 
tedy. He then brought this suit to make a test 
ease. 

The jury returned a verdict giving the plaint- 
iff $31 damages against ail four of the defend- 
ants. 





VIOLENT DEATH OF AN ALBANY MARX. 

GRAND FORKS, Dakota, Jan. 4—Thomas 
Hogan came to Dakota from Albany, N. Y., two 
years ago. He left his wife and child behind 
and became addicted to driak and went down 


fast, until finally he was sent to jail for stealing 

asaloon keeper's coat. He was released from 
ail last month, when he returned to his old 
aunts. 

During a fire on Friday night Hogan 
jamped fromadray wagon, striking a sharp 
stick against his abdomen, and was taken to the 
County Hospital, where he lingered until Men- 
day noon and then died. Inthe afternoen he 
was buried. The matter.was kept quiet for some 
unknown reason. The attending physician 
claims that Hogan sustained an internal rupt- 
ure that caused mortification and death. Hegan 
was intelligent and said to be well connected in 
the East. : 


AN INOENDIARY’S LONG SENTENCE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 4.—Max Goldberger, the 
South-street elothing dealer who was recently 
eonvicted of murder in the second degree in 


causing the death of Mrs. Annie Suhulberg by 
setting fire to.his place, was to-day sentenced 
by Judge Fell to an imprisonment of 11 years 
and 10 moaths in the Eastern Penitentiary. 
Mrs. Schulberg, who lived on the floor above 
Goldberger’s store, jumped from the window to 
the atreet to eseape the flames and received in- 
juries which caused her death. Goldberger’s 
object in setting fire to his place was to obtain 
the insurance meney. Judge Fell, in sentens- 
ing Goldberger, said that he had been justiy 
convicted, and on evidence which left no room 
for doubt. ;
